thewrathfullfight of Sarpedon and Patrocins to twe Vultures fighting, i 
crying 2 a rock ; which thus Ihave afterwards Englifhed, and here for example 
tnfertea :

What A(fe-like tmpudence ss it then , far any mevely vsinglorions, and 
Selfeloving puffe, that every where may read thefe inimitable touches

Exciting greedinefic to heare. The rabble thus inclin‘d, Ambafatref'e. 
Hurried together ; uprore(feif'd the high Courts earth did prone 

Beneath the fetliag multitude ; tumult was there alone. 

Thrice three vocifcrous Heralds rofe to check the rout, and get 

Eare to their Zeve-kept Governors ; and inftantly was fee 

The huge confufion , every man (fet fat, the clamor ceaft: 

Then ftood divine trides up, and in his hand compreft 

His {cepter, thelaborate work of firy Aslciber : The (eepter of 
Who gave it to Setursian Tove ; eve to hismeflenger ; Agamemnon. 
His meflenger (4rgicides) to Pelops, skild in horfe ; 


. Pclops to _Atrems, chicfc of men ; he dying, gave it courfe 


To Prince Thyeftes, rich in heards ; TAyeffes to the hand 
Of Agamemnon rendred it, and with it, the command 
Of many Iles, and Argos, all. On this he leaning, faid : 
O friends, great fonnesof Deasms, fervants of Mars ; love laid Azameomnoy 19 
A heavy curfeon me, to vow, and binde it with the bent AGG: 
Ot hishigh forehead ; that (this Troy, of all her people fpent) 
I fhould returne ; yet now to mock our hopes, built on his vow ; 
And charge inglorioufly my flight ; when fach an overthrow 
Of brave friends I have authored. But to his mighticft will 
We mutt fabmie us ; chat hath raz‘d, and willbe razing fill, 
Mens footfteps, from fo many townes ; becanfe his power is moft, 
He will deftroy moft: Bur how vile, fuch, and fo ercat an hoft, 
Will thew to future times? ehae matche with leffer numbers farre, 
We fly, not putting on the crowne of our fo long-held warre? 
Of which there yet appeares no end. Yet fhould our foes and we 
Swike truce, and number borbour powers ; Troy takingall that be 
Her armd inhabitants ; and we ia tens fhould all fit downe 
At our truce banquet; every ten allow’d one of the towne 
To fill his feaft-cup ; many tens would their attendant want: 
Somuch I muaft affrme,our power exceeds th'inhabitant. 
Buctheir auxiliary bands, thofe brandithers of {peares, 
(From many cities drawn) are they, that are our hinderers, 
Not fuffering well-rayf'd Troy to fall. Nine yceres are ended now, 
Since Jove our conqueft vow'd, and now our veffels rotten grow, 
Our tackling failes, our wives, yong fonnes, fit intheir doores, and long 
For our arrivall ; yet the work that fhould have wreakt our wrong, 
And made us welcome, lies unwrought : Come then, as I bid, all 
Obcy, and fly to ourlov'd home ; for now, nor ever thall 
Our utmolt, take in broad-way'd Troy. This faid, the multitude

Which doing, thou fhale know what Chiefs, what foldiers play the men ; 
And what the cowards: for they all will fight in feverall then, 
(Eafic for note.) And then thalechou, if thou deftroyft not Troy, 
Know if the prophefies defe&, or men thou doft employ 
in their approv'darts, want in warre : or lack ef that brave heat, 
fit for the ventrous fpirits of Greece, was caufe to thy defeat.

My life into debates, paft end. My felfe, and Ther fonne, 
(Like girlies) in words fought for a girle, and Ith offence begunne : 
Dut it we ever talk as friends, Troy's thus deferred fall, 
“hail never vex us more one houre. Come then, to vidllesall, 
That ftrong Mars,all may bring to field ; each mag his lances fteele 
“<¢ fharpned well ; his thield well lin'd, bis horfes meated well, 
His chariot carefully made ftrong ; that thefe affaires of death, 
Weall day may hold fiercely out: no man muft reft or breath. 
The bofomes of our cargatiersmnf all be fteept infweat. 
Thelanctersarme muft fall diffolv'd ; our chariot-horfe with heat 
Mut fceme tomele. Bot if I finde one foldier take the chace, 
Or ftirre from fight, or fight not ftill, fixe ..a his enemies face 5 
Or hie a thipboord : all che world for force, nor price, fhall fave 
His hated life ; but fowles and dogs, be his abhorred ptave. 
He faid, and fucha murmure rofe, asona lofty thore 
The waves make, when the Southwind comes, and tumbles them before 
Aguintta rock, grown neere the ftrand, which diverfly befee, 
Ts never free, but hereand there with varied uprores beat. 
Ail rofe then, rufhing to the fleet, perfum’d their tents, andeat: 
Fach oftring to th‘immortall gods, and praying to {cape thrhear } 
(Of warre and death. The King of men, an Ox of five yceres {pring 
‘almighty /ove flue : call’'d the Peeres, firft Neftor, then the King 
_tomeneus: afterchom, th’ Ajaces, and the fonne . 
“MN Ty dows, Ubscus the fixth, in counfell Paragon 
‘0 love bim felfe. All thefe he bade, but« at a martial! cry. 
£3500 Aferclamsy fince hefaw his brother bufily  - 
bm ployd at thactime, would not fandon invitation, 
“Hucet hinicife came, All aboue the offring overthrown 
oroad round, teck falt-cakes, and the King himfelfe thas praid for all : 
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fer, nei orear, moft glorious, that in that ftarry hall, 
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itt drawine darke clouds vp toaire : Ictcnotthe Sunne go downe, 
sir fupplyingit; ull ng hands, the Pallace, and the towne 
Of Priam ouerthrow, and butne; thearmes on Heéors brealt 
Diuiding; fpoiling with my {word, thoufands (in intcreft 
Of his bad quarrell) laid by him, in duff, and eating carth. 

He pray’d, /owe heard him not, bur made, more plentifull che birth 
Ofhis fad coiles; yet tooke his gifts. Prayers paft, cakes on they threw: 
The Oxe then (to the alter drawne, ) they kill'd and from him drew 
His hide : then cuthim vp; his thighes (in two hewne) dubd with far, 
Prickt on the {weet-breads, and with wood, leauelefle, and kind!'d at 
Appofed fire, they burne the thighes; which done, the inwards flie, 
They broild on coales, and ate. The reft, in giggots cur, they {pic, 
Roatt cunningly, draw, fit, and feaftsnoughtlackt co leauc alaid 
Each temperate appeticc; which feru’d, Nester began and {aid : 

Atrides, molt gract king of men, now no more words allow, 

Nor more deferre the deed Jeme vowes. Let heralds {ummon now 

The brafen-coted Greekes; and vs, rangecucrie where the hoft, 

To itirre a ftrong warre quickly vp. This {peech no fillable loft 

The high-voic’t heralds, inftantly, he charg’d to call toarmes : 

The curld-head Greekes; they call‘d; the Grecks, ftraightanfwerd their clarmes.

Rang’d all in tribes and nations. Withthemthe gray-eyd maide 

Great eAigas (Jones bright thield) fuftain’d, that can be never old; 

Neuer corrupted, fring’d about, with ferpents forg’d of gold, 

As many as fufifde to make, an hundred fringes, worth 


‘# hunderd oxen, euerie (nake, all (prawling, all fet forth 


VVith wondrous fpirit. Through the hoft, withthis the Goddeffe ran 
In furie, cafting round ber eyes; and furnifht cucrie man 
With @rength, exciting ali to armes, and fight inceflant. None 
Now lik’c their lou'd homes like the warres. And asa fire vpon 
A huge wood, on the heights of hils, that farre off hurles bis light: 
So the dinine braffe thin’d on thefe, thus thrufting on for fighr; 
Their fplendor through the aire reacht heauen :and as about the flood 
Cailter, in an Afian meade, flockes of the airic brood 
(Cranes, Geefe,or long-neckt Swans) here, there, proudof rhere pinions, fic, 
And in their fa's lay outfach throats,thae with their {piritfall cric 
The meddow fhrikes againe : fo here, thefe many nation'd men, 
Fiow'd ouer the Scamandrian field; from tents,and (hips; the din 
Was dreadfull, that the feet of men, and horfe, beate out of earth. 
Andin the floridbing meade they ftood, thicke as the odorous birth 
Of flowres, orleaues bred inthe {pring; or thick as fwarmes of flies 
Throng then to fhip-coates; wheneach {warme, his erring wing app..cs 
To milke deawd on the miike maids pailes : all eagerly difpofd, 
Togiuetoruine th’llians.

All thefe did Aenelaws leade, (bis brother that in Crics 
Of warre was famous) fixtie thips, conuaid thefe enemies, 
Zo Troy in cheefe; becaufe their king, was chiefly iniur'd there, 
In Hellems rape; and did his belt,to make them by y it dearc. 
Whodweltin Pyles fandiefoyle, 9ad Arent the faire, 
In Th--yom, neare Alpheus flood, and 4¢py full of aire: 
In Cypariffeus, ~Amphygen, and little Peteleon, 
Tbe townc whereall che Iiots dwele, and famous Dereon, 
VVhereall the Mufes (oppofitcy in Prife of Pocfic, 
To ancient 7 bamyris of T. brace) did vie him cruell v5 
He coming from Esrysus court the wife Ochalian king :- 
Becaufe he proudly durft affirme, hecou!d more {wecily fing, 
Then thae Pyerean race of. dove; who (angry with his vant ) 
Bereft his cye-fight, and his fong, that did the care enchant; 
And of his skilleo couch his Harpe disfurnithed his hand - 
All thete in ninetic hollow keeles, grauc Nefter did command: 
The richly bleft inhabitants ofthe Arcadian land 
Below Cy/lenes mount, thae by Epyxrs tombe did ftands 
Where dwelt che bold neare fighting men; whodidin Pheneas fine : 
And Orchomen, where flockes of theepe, the (hepheards cluftring drive: 
In Rype andin Stratié, che faire Mantinean towne, 
And trong Enifpe, that for height, is ener weather: blowne, 
Feges, and in Stimphelus Parrbafiaftrongly wall’d, 
Allthile Alcasus fonne;to field (king L# gapesor ) call'd, 
in fixtiebarka he brought them on and cucrie barke well mand, 
With firce arcadians, skild to vic, the vemoft ofa band. 
King 4eansemnonon thefe men, did well- buile thips beftow, 
To pafle the oulfie purple fea, that did no fea rites know, 
They whoin Hermin, Buphrafis, and Els did remaine, 
What O/ens Cliffes, Alsfius, and Myrfin did containc, 
Whiere Iedto warre by twifetwo Dukes, andeach ten {hips did bring, 
Which many venterous Epians, did ferue for burthening, 
Beneath Alpbimacus his charge, and valiant Tal/phixe, 
Sone of Ewritus Actor, one, the Cleatus, 
Dtores Amarincides, the other did imploy;

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s region, Meges Phelides ied : 
Whoh Dake pigless, Tones belou'd, sand whilome fled 
To large Dulychius for the wrath, thar d his fathers breaft. 
Twife cwentic fhips with Ebon failes, were in his chargeaddreft. 
The war-like men of Cepbale, andthok of. Ishace, 
Wooddy Nerytus, and the men of wet Crocilia : 
Sharp izilipha, Sames lic, Zacyuthan, fea inclofd; 
Epyrus,and the men that hold, the Continent oppofd; 
Allthefe did wife 74i(s leade, in counfell Peere to Jove: 
Tweluc thips he brought, which in their courfe, vertnilion fternes did moue. 
Thoas, Andremons wel-{poke fonne, did guide th’£tolians well; 
Thofe that in Plexrom, Olenon, and flrong Pylene dwell : 
Great Caleis that by fea-fide ftands, and ftony Caliden; | 
For now no more of Qewexs fonnes furuiu'ds they all were pone: 
No morc his royall felfe did liue, no more his noble fonne, 
The golden Meleager now, their plaffes all were run. 
All things were left co him in charge, the /Exolians Cc hicfc he was, 
And fortic thips to Troian warres, the feas with him did paffe. 
The royallfouldier Idomen, did leade the Cretans {tout : 
The men of Gnoffus, and the towne, Cortina, wall'd about: 
Of Lidtus and Mylesus towres, of white Lycaftas fiate, 
CF Phefius and of Rbifiias, the cities foreunate: 
Andall, the reft inhabiting, the k cownes of Crete, 
Whom ware-like Jdezsen did leade, copartner in the flecte, 
Wich kil-man Merson, cightie fhips, with them did Troy inuade. 
Tlepelerus Heraclides, right rong and bigly made, ; : 
Brought nine tall thips of warre from Redes, which hautie Réodiews mand, 
Who dwelt in three difeuerd parts, of that moft pleafant land; 
Which Zyndee and /aliffns were, and bright Camsyras, cald: 
Tiepolemsws commanded thele, in battel vnappald : | 
Whom faire afiocbe brought forth, by force of Hercules; 
Let out of Ep/yr with his hand, from river Sellcess 
When many townesof princely youths,heleueld with the ground. 
T lepolems (in his fathers houfe, for building much renownd, 
Brought vp to headftrong ftate of youth) hismothers brother fluc, 
The flowre of armes, Zycyasrias, that fomewhar aged grew 2 
Then Graight he gathred him a fiecte, affembling bandsof meri, 
And fled by fea,to (hun the threats, chat were denounced then, 
By other fonnes and nephewes of th’Alciden fortitude. 
He in his exile came to Redes, driven in with tempefts rude: 
The Rhodians were diftin& in tribes,and great with Zeve did fland, 
The king of men and Gods, whogane, much treafure to their land. 
Nirens out of Symas haucn, three wel-built barkes did bring: 
Nireus faite glates fonne, and Charopes the king :

In Co, Enripstus bis towne, and in Calydaas foyles, 
ene and bold U4aziphus, did guide to Troian toyles, 
The fonnesof crowned Tée(falas, deriu’d from Heresies, 
Who went with thirtie hollow fhips well ordred to to the feas. 
Now will I fing che fackfu!l croopes, Pelafgian Arges held, 
That in deepe -4lus, Alopé, and foft Trechina dweld; 
In Pshyaand in Hedads, where liue the loucly damcs, 
The Myrmidons, Helentans, and Achines, robd of Fames : 
Ali which the great #ecides, in fiftie fhips did leade. 
For, thefe forgat warres horrid voice, becaufe they lacke their head. 
That would hauebrought them brauely foorth; but now at flecte did lic, 
Thit wind-like vfcr of his feet, faire 7 Lets progenies 
Wroth for bright. cheekt Bvy/ew lofle; whom from Zyrneffie {poiles, 
(His owne exploit) he brought away, as trophce of his toiles, 
When thattowne was depopulates he funke the Theban towres; 
cl yneta, and Epiffrophus, he {ent to Platoes bowres, 
Who came of king Euenus race, great Helepiades: 
Yet now he idely lives enrag‘d,but foone moft leauc his cafe, - 
Of thofe that dwele in Phy/ace, and flowrie Pyrrafon 
The wood of Ceres,and the foyle, that fheepe are fed vpon, 
Iten and Axtron, built by fea, and. Peeleus full of grafic, 
Protefilaws while he lin'd, the worthie captaine was : 
Whom now the fable carth detaines : his ceare-torne faced {ponte 
He wofull lefe in PAilece, and his halfe finitht houfe: . 
A fatall Dardane firft his life, of all the Greekes, bereft, . 
As he was leaping from his fhip; yet were his men vnleft 
With out a Chiefe, for though they wifhr, to have no otherman, 
But good Protefilay their guide; Pedarces yet began 
To gouernethem, Jp4stzs fonne, the fonne of Philacus, 
Moft rich in fheepe, and brother to fhort-lin’d Prese/ilaus: 
Ofyonger birth, leffe, and lefle Rrong;yctferu’d he to direct 
The companies, that ftill did more, their ancient Duke affea. 
T wife ewentie Iettie failes with him, the (welling ftreame did take. 
But thofe that did in Pheres dwell, at the Babrcian lake, 
In Fede,and in Glepbira,Jaelcus builded faire: 
Tn thrice fix hips to Pergamue : did through the {eas repaise, 
Wish old Admetes tender fonne, Ewselus, whom hebred, 
Of tle. P cline faireft child,of all his femall feed. 
The fouldicrs that before the fiege, Aethones vales did hold: 
Thaumacte, flowrie Melibe, and. Olfon the cold, 
Duke Philocéetes goucrned, in darts of finctt fleight: 
Senen veffels in his charge conuaid, their honorable freight, 
By fiftie rowers in a barke, moft expext in the bow: i 
Cut he in facred Lemnos lay, brought miferably low, 
By torment ofan ulcer growne, with Hydras poyfon'd bloud : 
Whole fting was fach, Greece Jeft him there, in moh impatient moode : 
Yet thought they on him at his thip, and chufde to lead his men, 
Medon, Oylens baftard fonne,brought forth to him by Rhen. 
From 
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, om Thricce,bleake Ithomens cliffes, and haplefle Oechaly 


Lurites citie rul’'d by him, in wilfull eyrany, 
In charge of E fculapiss fonnes, phyfitian highly praifd: 
CUachson, Podalirins, were thirtie veficls raifd : 
Who neare Hipertas fountaine awelt, and in Ormenius: 
"The (nowy tops of Titamuus, and in A fterius s 
Excmons foane Euriptlus, did leade into the field : 
Whofe townes did fortic blacke- faild thips, to that encounter yccld- 
Who Gyrten, and 4zgi{ffa held, Orthen and lens feate, 
And chatkie 0 leofine, were led by Polspete; 
The iffue of Perithons, the fonne of Impster. 
Him the UA thenian Theféus friend, Hypedemy did beare ; 
When he the briftled fauages : did giue Remna/ie, 
And draue them out of Peltus, as farte as Ethica. 
Hecame notfingle,but with him, Leextems, Corens fonne, 
Auarme of ‘fa7s;and Corons life, Cenems feed begun. 
Twifctwentie hips, ateended thefe. Comens next did bring, 
From C1phuc,cwentie faile and two, the Exsans followings 
And fierce Perebi, that abour, Dodenes frozenmold, 
Did plant their houfes, and the men, that did the medowes hold, 
Which Titorefius deckes with flowers, and his {weet curent leades, 
Into the bright Peweias, that hath the filuer heads. 
Yet with his admirable ftreame, doth not his wanes commix; 
But glides aloft on it like oyle: for tis the floud of Stix, 
By which ch'immortall Gods doe {weare. Testhredews honor'd birth 
Prothous \ed the Magnets forth, who neare the fhadie earth, 
Of Pelins,and Pencion, dwelt; fortic reuengefull faile 
Did follow him, thefe were the Dakes,and Princes of anaile, 
That came from Greece : but now the man, that ouerfhin’d them ail. 
Sing Mule - and their moft famous Steeds, to my reccitall call, 
That both th’_ Arridcs followed; faire Pheretiedes, 
The braueft mares did bring by much, Ewzve/ins manag’d thefe: 
Swift of their feete as birds of wings; both ofone haire did thine, 
Both ofan age, both of a height, as mefur'd by a line: 
Whom filucz bow’d Apollo bred, in the Pierees mead; 
Both flicke und daintie, yet were both, in werre of wondrous dread. 
Great Aiax Telsmon for ftrength, paft all the Peeres of warre, 
While vexe Achilles was away : but he furpaft him farre: 
The horfe chat bore that faultleffe man, were likewife paft compare : 
Yet lay he ac che crookt-Rern'd(hips,and furie was his fare, | 
For Atreus fonnes vngracious deed : hismen yet pleafd their hearts, 
With throwing ofthe holed ftone; with hurling of their darts, 
And fhooting fairely one the there. Their horfe at chariots fed, 
On greateft parfly, and on fedge, that in the fensis bred. 
His Princes tents their chariots held, thatrichly couerd were. 
His Princes, amorous of their Ghiefe, walke ftorming here and there, 
Absut the hoft, and fcorn’d to fight : their breaths, as they did pafie, 
Before them flew,as ita fire,fed on the trembling grafic.

Who Adrefiinms owe, 
CApefus citi, Pitei, and mount Tereies) . 
<tr ¢{ins, and fout Amphins led, who did their Sire difpleatc, 
Merops Percofins) thatexceld, all Troy in heavenly skill, 
Of futures .{carching prophefie « formuch againit his wii, 
His 
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i es were agents in thofe armes : whome fince they difobeyd; 
aaa amiee letting flip their threds, their haftie valures ftaid. 
Who in Percotes, Practins, Arisbe did abide, _ 
Who Sefus and Abidus bred, Hyrtacides did guide : —

Pylems, and Hypothous, the {tout Pelafgians c

Who trom Trezemins Ceades, right noble did defcend. 
Perechmes did the Peons rule, that crcoked bowes do bend. 
From Axius out of Amides, hehad them in command : 
From Axiae, whofe moft beautious ftreame, ftill oucrflowes the land. 
Pylemen with the well arm‘d heart, the P ians led, 
From Enes, where the race of mules, fit for the plough is bred : 
The men that broad Cytorase bonds, and Se/eaexs-cnfold, 
A bout Parthesius loftie fleod in houfes much extoid, ; 
From Cromne and -Aigieles, the men that armes did beare, 
And Eerithymas fituatehigh, Pylewens fouldiers were. 
Epiftrephus and Diss did, the Halizonians guide, le 
Far-fezcht from Alyée, where firft, the filuer mines were tride.

The rude vnletterd Ceribe, that barbarous were of tongue, 
Did onder Wewfes colours march, and young Amphimachys, 
(emyons famous fonnes ) to whom, the mountaine Pbthirersus, 
That with the famous wood is crown'd, Miletus, Micales, 
That hath fo many loftic markes for men that louc the feas, 
The croeked armes (Meander bowd with his fo {nakic flood, 
Refignd for condu& the choice youth, of all theie mortiall brood. 
The foole Ampbimachss, to field, brought gold to be his wracke,

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Points every legion out his Chiefe, and every Chiefe he fhowes 
The formes and difcipline of warre: yet his Commanders were 
Allexpert, and renowned men: Great Pelages was there; 
Alster: manly Chromiae, and Hessen worth a Throne, 
And Byes that contd armies leade: with thefe he firft put on 
His horfe troupes with eheir chariots: his foore (of which he chufde 
Many, the beft and ableft men, and which he ever ufde, 
As racopire to hisgenerall powre) hein the rere difpofd. 
The floathfull,and the leat in fpirit, he in the midftinclofd; 
That fuch as wanted noble wils, bafe need might force to ftand. 
His horfetroupes (chat ehe Vantgard had) he ftri@ly did command 
To ride their horfes cemperately; to keepetheir rankes, and thon. 
Confufion; ieft their horfemanthip and courage made them run 
(Too much prefum'd en) much too farre: and (charging fo alone) 
Engage them(clvesin th’enemics ftrength, where many fight with one. 
Who bis owne chariot leaves to range, let him not freely goe, 
Bat ftraight unhorfe him witha lance’: for tis much better fo. 
And with this difcipline (faid be) this forme, thefe mindes, this troft; 
Our Anceftors have wals,and towncs, laid levell with the duft. 
Thus prompt, and long inur’d toarmes, this old man didexhort ;_ 
And this _4 trides likewile tooke in wondrous cHearefull fore : 
And faid, O Father! would to heaven, that as thy minde remaines perenne 
In wonted vigor; fo thy knees could undergoe onr paines. Neer 
But age, that all men overcomes, Hath made his prize on thee, 
Yee ftill [ with, chat fome yong man growne old in minde, might be 
Put in proportion with thy-yeares; and thy mindc (young in ape) 
Be ficly anfweid with bis youth; that ftill where confli&s rage, 
And yong men ufde to rhruft for fame, thy brave cxampling hand

The old Knight anfwer'd? I my felfe could wilh(D atress fonne) Nines: 
I wereas young, as when ‘I flue brave Ereathaliow; wire, 
But gods at ail times, give notall their gifts to morta!l men. 
If then I had the ftrength of youth, I mift the counfels then, 
That ycares now give me; and now yeares want that maine ftrenpth of youth; 
Yer ftill my minde retaines her ftrength, (as you now faid the footh) 
Aad would be where that ftrength is ufd, affoording ceunfels fage, 
To ftitre youths taindes up; tis the graceand office of our age, 
Let yonger finewes, men [prung up, whole ages after nie, 
Aud fuch as have ftrengehiufeit; and, as ftrong id honour be. 
The King (all this while comforted) arriv'd acxt, where he found 
Well-rode Meneffbeus , (Pesess fonne) ftand ftill, invirond round 
With his well-train'd Athenian arid uext co him he {pide 
The wife Vlyffes, deedlefle too; and ail his bands befide, - 
Of ftrong Cephalians; for asyct, th’alarme had not beene heard 
In all their quarters, Greece and Troy, were thea fo newly ftird, 
And then firft mov (as they conesi'vd) and they fo looke about 
To fee both hofts give proofe of thar, they yer had caufeto doubr. 
etrides {ecing theny ftand fo ftill) and {pend their cyesat gaze; 
Began

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Began to chide; and why ({aid he) diffelv‘d thus, in amaze, 
Viteane. Thou fonne of Petes, Zeve-nurit King; and thon in wicked fleight, 
Menuhin. A cunning fouldicr, ftand ye off? Expeé ye that the fighe 
Shonld be by other men begun? tis fit the formoft band 
Should fhew you there; you firft thould front,whe firf lifes np his hand. 
Firft you can heare, when I invite the Princes to a feaft: 
When firft, moft friendly, and at will, ye cate and drinkethe beft, - 
Yet in the fight, moft willingly, ten troupes ye can behold 
‘Take place before ye. 2thacus, at this his browes did feld, ang 
: 7/1 19 4a. And faid, How hath thy vielent tongue broke through thy fet of reeth ? 
rman. To fay that weare flackcin fight? andto the field ofdeath 
Looke others hould enforce our way? when we were bufied then, 
(Even when thou {peak’ft) againft the foe,to cheare and Ieadeour men. “ 
But thy eyes fhall be wienefles (ifit content thy will, 
And that (as thou pretendft) thefe cares doe fo affe@ thee Rill). 
The father of 7 elesmachas (whom I efteemc fo deare, 
And to whom, asa Legacie, Ile leave my deeds done here) 
Even with the formoft band of Troy, hath his encounter dar'd; 
And therefore are thy fpecches vaine, and had beene better fpar'd. 

He {miling, fince he faw him mev'd, recald his words,and faid. 
Mott gencrous Laertes fonne, moft wife of all our aid 
I neither doe accufe thy worth, morc then thy fclfe may hold 
Fit (that inferiours thinke not much (being flacke) to be controld) 
Nor take] on me thy command: fer well [know thy minde 
Knowes how {weet gentle counfels are, and that chou flandft enclind 
As I my felfe, for allour good, On then: ifnow we fpake 
What hath difpleafd, another time, we full amends will make: 

And gods grant that thy vertue here, may prove fo free and brave, 
That my reproofes may ftill be vaine, and thy defervings graue. 

Thus parted they, and forth he went, when he did leaning finde 
Againtt his charier, neare his horfe, him with the mighty minde, 
Great Diomedes (T ydeus fonne) and Sthenelus, the {eed 
Of Cspancins whom the King, feeing like wife out of deed, 

Agamemnn Thus cryed heout on Diomed:O me! in what a feare 

“dah Diemd The wile great watriour, 7ydeas fonne, ftands gazing every where, 
For others to begin the fight? Ie was not Tydeusule 
Te be fodanted, whom his fpirit would evermore produce, 
Before the formoft of his friends, in thefeaffaires of fright, 
As they report that haue beheld him labour in afighe. 
For me, I never knew the man, nor in his prefence came : 
But excellentabove the reft, he was in gencrall fame. 

te bitery-¢ And one renownd exploit of his, J am affur'dis true, 

Fydews, Fic came tothe Mycenian Coure, without armes, and did fuc ' 
At Godlike Polinices hands, tohave fome worthy aid, 
To their defignes, that gainit the wals of facred Thebes were laid, 
He was great Peliniees pueft, and nobly entertaind - 

: And of thekinde Mycenian ftate, what he requefted gaind, 

Ta meere confent: buewhen they fhould the fame in a& approve, 
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(By fome finifter prodigies,beld out to them by Zeve) : 
They weredifcourag d; thence he went, and{afely had his paffe 
Backe ro {opus floud, renown'd for Balruthes and prafle; 
Yet, oncemore, their Ambaffadour, the Grecian Peeres addreffe, 
Lord 7ydeas to Etcocles: to whom being given accefle, 
He found him feafting witha crew of Cadmians in his hall, 
Among ft whom, though an enemy, and onely one to all; 
Toall yer, he his challenge made at every martiall feate, 
Andcafly foild all, fince with him, Atinerve wasfo great. 
The ranke. rode Cadmians (much incenf with their fo foule difgrace) 
Lodg'd ambufcados for their fae, in fomse well chofen piace, 
By which he wasto make returne. T wife five and twenty men, 
And two of them great C aptaines too, the ambuth did containe. 
The names of thole two men ofrule, were M26, Hemans fonne, 
And Lycopbentes, Keepe-field cald, the heire of efutepbon, 
By alfmcn honord like the gods: yee thefe and all their friends, 
Were fentto hell by 7ydeas hand, and had untimely ends. 
He crafting to the aid of gods, reveald by Augurie; 
Obeying which, one Chiefe he fav'd, and did his life apply, 
Tobe the heavy meflenger of all the others deaths, 
And chat fad meflage (with his life) to Aceon he bequeaths, 
So bravea Knight was Tydeae: of whom a fonne is {prong, 
Toferiour farre in martiall deeds, though higher in his tongue. 
All this. 7ydides filent heard, aw'd by the reverend King; 
Which ftung hot StZemelee with wrath, who thus put forth his fting - 
Atrides ? when thon know’ft the trath, {peake what thy knowledge is, 
And doe not lye fo; for I know, and I will bragee in thiss 
That we are farre more able men, then both our fathers were; 
We tooke the feven-fold ported Thebes, when yet we had not there 
S@ great helpe asour fathers had, and fought beneath a walt, 
Sacred to Afsrs, by helpe of Jove; and trufting to the fall 
Of happy fignes from other gods, by whom we eooke the towne 
Vatoucht, our fathers perifhing there, by follies of their owne -

Tydsdes frownd at this, and faid; Supprefle thine angers WI, 
(Good friend) and heare why I refrain’d: thou feeft Tram aoe 
Againft our Generall, fince he did but what his place behov'd, 
Admonithing all Greckes to fight: for if Troy prove our prize, 
The honour and the joy is his. Ifhere our ruine lyes, 
The thame and griefe for that, asmuch, is hisin greateft kindes. 
As he then his charge, weigh we onre: which isour dantleffe mindes. 
Thus from his chariot (amply arm’d) he jumpt downe zo che ground - 
The armor of the angry King, {fo borribly did found, 
Ic might have made his braveft foe, let feare take downe his braves. 
And as when with the Weft-winde flawes, the fea thrafts p her waves, 
One after other, thicke and high, uponthe groning fhores; 
Firft, in her felfe, lowd.cbut oppofd with bankes and rocks) the rores, 
And (ll her backe in briftles fet) (pits every way her fome; 
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So (after Diomed) infantly, the field was overcome 
ree text VWVith thicke impreflions of the Greekes, and all the noife that grew 
Me Gres” (Ordring and chearing up their men) from onely leaders flew. 
The reft went filenrly away, you could nor heare a voyce, 
Nor would have thoughfin all their breafts,they had one in their choice, 
Their filence utrering their awe of them,thae them contrould; 
Which made ech man keep brighthis arms, march, fight fill where he thould. 
.oTriaas ~The Troians (like afort of Ewes pend in a rich mans fold, 
EMER. Chofeat his dore, till all be milkt;and never baaing hold, 
. Hearing the bleating of their lambs) did all their wide hoft fill 
With {howrs and clamors, not obferv'd, one voyce, onebaaing fill; 
But fhew’d mixt tongues from many a land, of men cald totheiraid :- 
Musfertit Rude Mars had thordring of their {pirits: of Greeks,the learned Maid. 
fia viz, Bue terror follow'd both the hofts, and flight; and furious Atrife, 
Difer' se Ger The fitter, and the mate of © ars, that {poyle of humane life, 
Pe ome And never is her rage ac reft, at firft the is but fmall, 
‘im. Yetatter, (but a little fed) fhe prowes {ovatt, and tall, 
That while her feet move herein earth, her forhead is in heaven. 
And this was fhe that madceven then both bofts fo deadly given. 
Through every troupe fhe ftalke, and ftird rough fighes up as fhe wene 
But when in one field, both the foes her furie did content; 
And both came under reach of darts, then darts and fhiclds oppofd 


To darts and fhields, ftrengeh anfwerd ftrength, then {words and targets clofd . 


With fwords and targets; both with pikes, and then did tumulerife

Tortrothers labour; and along, as he che erunke did wreft, 
ue His fide (at which he bere his thield, in bowing ofhis breait) 
Lay naked, and receiv'd che lance, that made him lofe his hold, 
And life together; which in hope of that he loft, he fold. 
Bur for his fake the fight prew fierce, the Troians and their for,

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Like wolves, on one another rutht; and man for man it gocs, 

The nextof name, that ferv‘d his fate. preat U4i4x Telamox, Aiax {layes Si- 
Preferd (0 fadly; he was heireto old 4 sthemion, aay iiee. 
And decke with all the flowre of apa the fenit of which yet fled, 

Before the honons'd nuptiall torch could light him to his beds 
His name was Sywsifvus; For, fome few ycares before, 
- Hismother walking downe the hill of Ida, bythe thore 
flockes; with them, 
Shee (feeling fodainly the paines of child- birth) by the ftreame 
Of that bright river broaghe him forth; and fo (of Symes) 
They cald him Symoifias. Sweet was that birth of his 
Tohis kinde parents; and his growth did all their care employ;

And in the fountaine of the nerves, did drench his fervent lance, . 
And his heads back-part; and f0 farre, the tharp head didadvance, 
Ic cleft the Organe of his {peech; and th’Iron (cold as death) 
He tooke betwixt his grinning teeth, and gave the airc his breath. 
Earypilus the much renown'd,and great Evemews fonne, 
Divine Hyp/enor flue, begot by flout Delepion, 
And confecrate Scamanders Prieft; he hada godsregard, 
Amongft the people : his hard flight, the Grecian followed hard; 
Ruthtin fo clofe,that with his fword heon his fhouiders laid 
A blow, that his armes brawne cut off; nor there his vigor ftaid, 
But drave downe,and from off his wrift,it hewd his holy hand, 
That gufht out blood, and downe it dropt, vpon the blufhing fand, 
Death, with his purple finger fhut, and violente fate, his cyes. 
Thus foughte thefe, but diftinguifle well; Ty dides {o implies 
His furie, that you could aot kaow, whole fide had intereft 
In his free labors, Greece or Troy. But as 8 flood increaft 
By violent and fodaine fhowres, let downe from hils, like hils 
Melted in furie; {wels, and fomes, and fo he over fills : 
His naturall channel; chat befides,both hedge and bridge refignes 
To his rough confluence, farre fpread : and luftic fourifhing vines 
Drown’d in his outrage. Tydews fonne,fo ever-ran the field, 
Strewed fachas florift in his way : and made whole fquadrons yeeld 
When Pendaras, Lyceons fonnc, beheld his mining hand, 
With fach refiftleffe infolence, make lanes through everie band: - 
He bent his gold-tipt bow of horne, and fhot him ruthing in, 
At his right thoulder;where his armes were hollow; forth did fpin 
The blood, and downe bis curets, ranne; then Pasdaras cried out, | 
-Ranke tidiag Troians, Now ruth in : Now, now, I makeno doubr, 
Onr braueft foe is markt for death, he cannot long fuftainc 
My violent thaft,if Zoves faire Sonne, did worthily conftraine 
My foot from Lycia : thus he brav‘d, and yet his violent fhafe 
Strooke fhort with all his violence, Tydides life was faft; 
Who yet withdrew himfelfe, behinde his chariot and fteeds, | 
And cald to Sthenelas; Come friend,my wounded fhoulder necds, - 
Thy band tocafe it of this fhaft. He hafted from his feate : 
Before the coach, and drewe the thaft : the urple wound did {weate, 
And drowne his fhirt of malein blood, and: asit bled he praid: 
Heare me, offove eziechas,thou moft unconquer'd maid, 
If ever inthe cruell field, ehou haft afiftfull fteod, 
Orto my father, or my felfc, now love, 7h do me good; 
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Give fim into my lances reachthat thus hath givena wound, 
To him chou guardft; preventing me, and brags that never more, 
I fhall behold che chearfull Sunne : chus did the king implore. 
The Goddeffe heard, came neere, and tooke the wearyneffe of ight 
From all his nerves, and lineaments, and made them freth andlight, 
ralas eaaura~ And faid, Be bold, 6 Diomed, in everie combat fhine, 
seu Pima. “The great thield-fhaker Tydews {trength (that knight, that Sire of thine ) 
By my infufion breaths in thee. Andfrom thy knowing mind, 
I have remov'd thofe erring mifts, chat madc it lately blind, 
Thar chou maift difference Gods from men :and therefore ufe thy skill, 
Againft the tempting Deities, ifany havea will 
To tric ifthou prefum’ft of that, as thine, that lowes from them; 
Andfo aflum'ft above thy right. Where thou difcern'ft abeame 
Of any other heavenly power,then thee that rules in love, 
That cals thee to the change of blowes; refift not, but remove; 
Burif chat Gaddefe be 0 bold (fince the firt ftird this wari) 
Affauleand marke her from the reft, with fome infamous {carre. 
The blew.eyd Goddeffe vanithed, and he was feene againe 
Amongft the foremoft; who before, though he were prompt and faine 
To fight againft the Troians powers; now, on his fpirits were cald 
With thrife the vigor, Lion-like, that hath beene lately gald, 
By fome bold thepkeard in a ficld, where his curlde flockes were laid; 
Who tookc him as he leapt the folds not flaine yet, but appaied, 
Dade With greater (piri; comes againe, and then the thepheard hides, 
vateforees, (The rather for the defolate place) andinhis Coate abides, 
ean. His flookes left guardleffe; which amaz‘d, fhake and fhrink up in heapes; 
He (ruthleffe freely takes his prey; and ont againe heleapes: 
So {prightly, fierce vitorious, the great Heroc flew 
Vpon the Troians; and at once, he wo commanders flew; 
H opener and Hy ppenorand A flynous, in one, his lance he fixt 
Ras pete Full at che nipple of his brett : theother {mote betwixe 
all Theneckeand fhoulder with his {word; which was fo well laid on, 
Ie (wept his arme and thoulder off. Thefe Ieft he rufhe upon 
AtLbas, and Polyeidus of old Eurydamas 
‘The hapleffe fonnes; who could by dreames, tell what would cometo pafle: 
Yet, when his fonnes fee forthto Troy, the oldman could not read 
By their dreames, what would chance to them, for both were ftricken dead 
By great Tydices: after thele, he takesinto his rage 
Xa 7thus, andT400n, P henops fonnes, borne to him in his age; 
The good old man, even pin'd wich yeares,and hadnot one fonne more 
To heire his goods : yet Diomed, tooke both, and left him ftore 
| Ofteares and forowes in their fteads; fincehe could neuer fee 
Fgtcan His fonnes leaue thofe hote warresa live: fo this the endinuft be 
ia Orall his labours, what he heapr, to make hisiffue great, 
Authoritie heird, and with her feed, fild his forgotten (cate.

All gates flew open, all the holt, did iffue,foor and horfe,

nee Then Idomen durft not abide; 4trides went his way, 
And both th’c4iaces: Neffor yet, again bis will did flay 
(That grave Protector of the Grecks) for Paris witha dart 
Enrag’d one of his chariot horfe; he {mote the upper part 
Ofall his skull,even where the haire,that made his forcto ,{prung, 
The hurt was deadly, andthe paine, fo fore the courfer ftung, ; 
(Pierc’t to the braine) he fRtampe and plung’d: onc on another beares: 
Entangled round about the beames then Neffor cug the geres 
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With his new drawne authentique fword; meane while the firie horfe 
Of Hefor brakeinto the preaffe, with their bold rulers force: 


Then good old Neffer had beenc flaine, had Dismed not efpicd; ; 

Wheto Viyffés,as he fied, importunatcly cricd; — ; pets Voy: 
Thon, that in connfels doftabound, O Laertiades, 

Why fiyeft chou? why thus cowardlike, fhunft thoathe bonourd pieaffe ; 


Take heed thy backe take not a dart; ftay, Ict us both intend 
Todrive this cruell enemie, from our deare aged friend. 

He fpake: but warie 7#4cus, would finde no patient care: Viner fyerendl 
But fied forthright, even to the ficet: yet though he fingic were, moan 
Brave Diemed mixtamoneft the fight, and ftood before the fteeds few of Nefter, 
Of old Neleides, whofe eftate, thus kingly he areeds : 

O father, with thefe youths in fight, thou art uncquall plac’s, 

Thy willing finewes are unknit, graveage purfues chee faft, 

Andthy unruly horleare flow; my chariot therefore nfe, _ 

And trie how ready Trojan horfe, can fie him that purfues, 

Purfue the flier, and every way, performe the varied fight : 

I fore’cthem from 4ch:/és fonne, well skild in caufe of flight. 

Then let my Squire leade hence thy horfe:mine thou thale guard, whilft 1 
(By thee advanc’t) aflay the fight, that Heéers felfe may try 

If my lance dore with the defects, that faile bef mindes in age, 

Or finde the palfey in my bands, that doth my life engage. 

This, noble Neffer did accept, and Dieweeds two friends, 

Eurymedon, that valour loves, and Sthemelas, afcends, 

Old weffers coach: of Dieaseds horfe, Nefier the charge ft 

And 7ydems fonne tooke placcef fight, Neleides held therains, 

And {courg’d the horfe, who (wiftly ran, dire& in Heers face, 
Whom fierce Tydédes bravely charg’d: but, he turnd from the chace, 
His javeline Zxiepeus {mit, mighty 7bebeasfonne, 

And was great Hefors aged ks - b a genie 
Neare to his pappes be fell co whis fri 

His ftrength bad fouie were both diflolv'd. He@er had deepe remorfe 
Of his mifhap: yet left he him, and for another fought: 
Nor long his fteeds did wanta guide: for ftraight geod fortune brought 
Bold Archeptelemus, whole life, did from Ipbyts [pring : 
He made him take the reines and mount. then foules were fet on wing : 
Then high exploits were undergone, then Troians in their wals 

Had beenc infolded like meeke lambs, had Jove winks at their fals, 
Who harid his horrid thander forth, and madc palc lightnings flic 
Into the earth, before the horfe, that Neffer did apply. 

A dread full flath burnt through the aire, thas favourd falphure-like, 
Which downe before the charier, the dazled horfe did firike: 

The faire reines fell from Neffors hand, who did (in feare) intreate 
Renownd7yeides, into flight, toturne his furies heate. efter i 
For knoweft thou not, faid he, our aideis not fnpplidefrom Jove ? Dae: 
This day be will give fame to Troy, which when it fits his love, 
We tha: enjoy, lernoman rempr his unrefifted will, 

Though ke exceed in gifts of ftrength: for he exceeds him Mill.

. rioftexeremely prievd to thinke how Heéfor will controule

“warlike 7ydeis fonne (faid he) what needlefle words are thefe ? 
Though Heétor hould report thee faint, and amorous of thy eafe, 
‘che Froins nor the Troian wiues, would neuer giue him ernft, 
WV hole yuurhfali husbands thy free hand, hath fmotherd fo in daft: 
Thuis faid, he turn’d his one-hou’d horfe, to flight, and troope did take; 
When :/ercerand his men with fhouts, did greedy purfuit make, 
Aad pour'’d on darts, that made aire figh: chen Hecfor did exclaime, 
O 7 ydeus fonne, the Kings of Greece doe moft renowne thy name 
Wich highett place, feafts, and full cups, who now will doe thee thatme : 
Thou fhale belike a woman vfde, and they will fay, Depart 
Iramoreall minion, fince to ftand, Heer thou haft no hart. 
Nor canft thou fcale our turrets tops, nor Icade the wiues to fleet 
Of valiant men, that wifelike fear'ft, my aduerfe charge to meet. 
This, two waies mou’d him, ftillto flye,or turne his horfe and fight: 
Thrifethruft he forward to affaule, and every time the fright 
Of soves fell thunder draue him backe: which he propofd for figne 
(To thew the change of vi&ory) Troians fhould vi@ors thine. 
Then Hector comforted his men; All my aduentrous friends, 
Be men, and of your famous ftrength, thinke of the honourd ends. 
J know, beneuolent Jupiter; did by his becke profeffe 
Conquett, and high renowne to me; andto the Greekes diftrefle, 
©) fooles, to raife fuch filly forts, not worth the leaft account, 
Nor able to refift our force, with eafe our horfe may mount, 
Quite ouer all their hollow dike: but when their fleet I reach, 
Let memory to all the world, a famous bonfire teach : 
For,I will all their thips inflame, with whofe infeftine fmoke 
(Feare-fhrun Keand hidden neere their keels)the conquerd Greeks hall choke. 
Then cherifht he his famous horfe: O Xanthus, now,faid he, — 
And thou Podargus: Atbon to, and Lampus, deare to Mes 
Make me fome worthy recompsence, for fo much choice of meate, 
Giuen you by faire Andromache, bread of the pureft wheate, 
And with ie (for your drinke) mixe wine, to make ye wifhed cheare, 
Still {cruing you before my felfe (her husband yong and deare-) 
Purflue and ufe your {wifteft peed, that we may take for prife 
The fhicld ofold Neleides, which Fame lifts to the skies, 
Euen to the handles, telling it, to be of mafhe gold: 
And freui the fhoulders let us take, of Diomsed the bold, 
The royall curace ¥#/can wrought, with art fo exquilite. 
Thefe if we make our facred{poyle, I doubt not, but this Night, 
Euen to their nauie to enforce, the Greekes vneurned flighe. 
This /#a0 tooke in high difdaine, and made Olympus fhake, 
As fhe but ftird within her throne, and thus to Neptune {pake; 
O Neptune, whata {pite is this? chou God fo huge in power, 
AfAi&s it not thy honour’d heart, co fee rude fpoile devoure 
_ Thefe 
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Thefe Greekes that have in Helice, and Aege, offred thee 
Se many andfo wealthy gifts, letthem the victors be; 
If wethat are the aids ef Greece, would beate home thefeof Troy, 
And hinder broad. eyd Leves proud will, it would abate his joy. 
He (angry) told her, fhe was rath, and he would not be onc, 
Ofall che reft, fhould ftriuc with Zeve, whofe power was matcht by none! 
Whilesthey conferd thus, aif the the trench containd before, 
(From that part of the fore chrat the nauie-anchoring fhore) 
Was fild with horfe and targateirs, who therefor . came, 
By Vars-{wift Hecters power engapde; feve gavchis hehe fame : 
And he wich {poilefall five bad burnt the flece : if esa 
had not infpirde the King bimfelfe, eo ras from place to place, 
And ftir up euery fouldier's power, to fome illaftrions decd; 
Firft vifiting their leaders tents, his ample purple weed 
He wore, to thew all who he was; and did his ftation take 
At wile ly (fés fable barkes, that did che barcell make 
,Ofall the fleet; from whence his {pecch, might with more cafe be driuen 
To diax and Achiles thips, to whofe chiefe charge were giuen | 
The Vantguard and the Rx boeh; both for their force of hand, 
And trufty bofomes. There arrin'd, thus urg’d he to withftand | 
Th’infalting Troians; O what fhame, ye emptie hearted Lords, 
Isthis to your admired formes? where are yanr lorious words ? 
In Lemnos vaunting you the beft of all the Grecian hon? 
We are the ftrongeft men (ye faid) we will command the moft, 
Eating moft fichh of high hornd becues, and drinking cups full crownd ; 
And enery man a hundred foes, two hundred will confound ; 
Now allour ftrength, dar'd to our worft, one Hec7or cannot tame, 
Who prefently wich horrid fire, will all our fleet inflame. 
O Father Jove, hath euer yet, thy moft unfuffred hand 
Affliated, with fuch {poyleoffoulcs,the King ofanyland? __ 
And taken {0 much fame from him? when I didnener faile 
(Siaceunder moft unhappy ftarres, this fleet was under failc) 
Thy gloriousaltars, I proteft; but above all the gods, 
Have burnt fat thighs of beeves to thee,and praid to raze th’abodes 
Of rape-defending Llions; yet grant (almighty Jove) 
One favour, that we may at leafk, with life from hence remove : 
Notunder fech inglorious hands, the hands of death employ, 
And where Troy thould be ftoopt by Greece, let Greece fall under Troy. 
To this even weeping King, did Ieve,r andience give, 
And fhooke great heaven to him, for figne, his men and he fhould live - 
Then quickly caf he off his hawke, the Eaple prince of aire, 
‘That perfeds his unfpotted vowes, who feifd in her repaire 
A facking hinde calfe; which the troft, is her enforcive {eeres, 
And by Joves altar lee it fall, amonpft th'amazed Peercs, 
Whierc the religious Achive Kings, with facrifice did pieafe 
The author of all Oracles, divine Satersides. 
Now when they knew the bird of eve, they turnd couragious head - 
When none (though many Kings put meu make his vaunt, he led

Ty aides co renewd affaule: or iffued firft the dike, 

Or firft did fighe: but tarre the firft, tone dead his lance did Rrike 
Arm’'d Utrgelaws, by defcent, furnam'd Phredmonides; 

He turn’d his ready horfeto flight; and Dismseds lance did feife 

His backe betwixt his fhoulder blades, andfooke out at his breft; 
He fell,and his armes rang his fall. Th’ 4trides next addreft 
Themfelves to fight; th’ 4éaces next, with vehement ftrength endude: 
Idemeneus and his friend, ftout Merson, next purfude: 

And after chele Z2ripelus, Evemons honord race : 

The ninth, with backward wrcathed bow, had little Tescer places 
He ftill fought under déax fhield; who fometimes held it by, 

And then he Jookt his obje& out, andlet his arrow flye - 

And whomfoever in the preaffe, he wounded, him he fluc, 
Thenunder 4i2x feven-fold thield, he prefently withdrew: 

He far'd likean unbappy child, rhatdothto motherruan 

For fuccour, when he knowes full well,he fome fhrewd turne hath done. 
What Troians then wereto their deaths, by Zencers thafts impreft : 
Hapleffe or/ylochus was firft; ovmenus, Opbelef, 

Detor, and hardy Cronius, and Lycopbondivines 

And -4mopaon, that did {pring, from Polyemons line, 

And Menalippus: allon heapes, he tumbled to che ground. _ 

The King rejoyc’tto fee his thafts, the Phrygian ranks confound: 


Azimennon to Who ftraight came neare, and tpake to him; O Texcer lovely man, 
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Strike ftill fo fure, and be a grace toevery Grecian; 
And tothy father Telamon, who tooke thee kindely home, 
(Although not by his wife, his fonnc) and gave thee fofter roome; 
Even from thy childhood; then to him, though far from hence remou'd, 
Make coed fame reach; and to thy felfc, I vow what hall be provd: 
If he that dreadfull Ege beares, and Palas grant tome 
Threxpugnance of well- builded Troy, I firt will honour thee, 

Nexe co my (elf with fome rich gift, and put it in thy hand: 

A three-foct veffell, ehatfor grace, in facred Fanesdoth ftand: . 
Orewo horfe and a charior, orelfe a lovely Dame, 

T hat may afcend on bed with thee, and amplifie thy name. 

Tencer right nobly anfwerd him: Why (moft illuftrious King) 

I being thus forward of my felfe, doft thou adjoynea fting ? 

Without which, all the power I have, Iceafe not to employ : 

For, from the place where we repulft ehe Troians towards Troy, 

J all the purpic ficld have ftrew’d, with one orother flaine- 
Eight thafts I thot, with long fteele heads, of which not one in vaines 
All were in youthfull bodies fixe, well skild in warres conftraint : 

Yet this wild dog, with all my aime, I have nopower to taiat- 

This faid, another arrow forth from his ftiffe ftring he fent, 

At Heer, whom he long d to wound, but ftillamifleie went : 

His thafe {mit faire Gorg ythion, of Priaess princely race, 

Who in pina was brought forth (a famous towne in Thrace) 

By Ca/tianzra; that, for forme, was likeceleftiall breed. 

And asa crimfon Poppie flower, furcharged with his feed, 
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‘And vernal! ee ee ee pall, 
So, of onc fide, his helmets weight, his fainting did bow: 
Yet Texcer wouldanother thaft at Heéfors life-dilpole, 


. So faine, he fuch a marke would hie: but ftill beft it poess ’ 


polls did avert the thaft : but Hedfers charioteere - -. 
Bold —/rcbeprolemss he {mit, as he was rufhing neere_ 

To make the fight : to carth he fell, bis {wife horfe backe did flie, 
And there,were both his ftrength and foute,éxilde eternal 


ye 
Huge gricfe, for #e@ers flaughter’d friend, pincht-in bis mightie mime: 


Yet was he forc't to leave him there, and his wad pee refignd 
‘Tu his fad brother, that was by; Cebriewes: whole care 
Receiuing Hectors firaight the weightie reines did beare; 


-And Heder from his thining coach (with herrid voice) leapt on, 


To wreakc his friend on Zeacers band; and up he tookea ftone, 

With which heatthe Archer ranne; who,from his quiver, drew 

A tharp- pilde fhaft, and knockt it fare: but, in great HecFor, flew, 
With {uch fell {peed, that in his draught, he his right fhoulder ftrooke, 
Where twixt his necke and breaft, the ioynt, his natiue clofure tooke: 
The wound was wendrous fall of death, his firing in fander flecs, 
His nummed hand fell ftrengei ne, and he upon his knccs. 
cdjax neglected not to did, bis brocher thusdepreft; 
But cameand faft him with his thicid; and two more friendsaddreft_ 
To be his aide, tooke him to fleet; Mecifiteu, Echiasfonne, = 
And gay Aleftor: Tencer figh'd, for all his fervice done. . 


Then did Ofymspias fret firength, the Trojan powers revive; 
Who to their trenches once againe, the troubled Greeks did drine. 
Heder brought terrour with his ener fonghe before: 


ftrength, atid 
As when fome highly ftomackt hound, that hunts afylvan Bore, 
Or Kingly Lion, loves the hanch, and pincheth ofebehinde, 
Bold of his fect, and ftill obfernes the game, roturneinclind, _ 
Not utterly diffolu’d in flight.So Hecer did purfue; 
And who was the laft, he ener did {ubdue. - 
They fled, but when they had theirdike, and Pallefadoes pait, 
CA oomber of them put tofword) at thips they fiaid at lait: 
Then matuall exhortations flew, chen all with handsand cycs, 
Aduanc% te all the Gods, their plapucs, wrung from them open cries. 
Hecter with his foure rich-man‘d herfe, affaniting alwayesrodc; 
The cyes of Gorges burnt in him, and warres vermilion God. 
The Goddeffe that all Goddefles (for faowie armes) out thin'd, 
Thus fpake to Palas; tothe Greeks, with gracious ruth inclin'd. 
__ O Pallas, whata gricfeis this? is all our faccour paft 
To thefc our perifhing Grecian friends? at leaft withheld at laft? 
Even now, when one mans violence, muft make them perifh all, 
In fatisfation of a Fate, fo fail of fancrall? 
Hed or Priamides nowraucs,no more to beendar'd. 
That bathalreadie on the Greeks, fo many harmes inar'd. 
_The Azure Goddeffe anfwerd her; Thisman hadfarcly found 
His fortitude and life diffoln'd, euen on his fathers pround,

In labours of Ewri/thexs, untoucht in life or lim; . oo 
When he (heaven knows) with drowned cycs, lookt up for help to heaven:

But had my wifedome reachtfo farre, to know of this enent, 

When to the folid- ported depths of hell his fonne was fent, 

To hale out hatcfull P/utees dopge, from darkfome Erebus, 

He had not fcape the ftreames of Styx, fo deepeand daggerous: 

Yet Jove hates me, and fhews his louc, in doing Thess will, 

That kift bis knees, and ftrok’chis chin; praid, and importun’d fill, 

That he would honour with his aide, her citie-razing fonne, 

Difpleafde chiles: and for him, our friends arethus undone. 

But time thall come againe, when he (to do his friends fome aid) 

Willcall me his Géaucopides; his (weet and blew. eyd maid. 

Then harnefle chon thy horfe forme, that his bright Pallace gates - 

H{cone may enter, arming me, toorderthefedebatess 

And I will tricif Préams tonne, will ftill maintaine his cheare, 

When in thecrimfan paths of uarec, I dreadfull appeare; 

For fome proud Trojan thall be fure, to nourith aud fowls, 
And paue the fhore with fat and ficth, deprin’d of lines and foules. 

Juno prepar'd her horfe, whofe manes, Ribands of gold enlacr:. 

Palas her partic coloured robe; on her bright fhoulders ca, 
Diuinely wrought with herownc hands, in th’entrie of her Sire: 

Then put he on her ample breaft, herunder-arming tire, 

And on it her celeftiall armes: the chariot ftreight the takes, 

With her huge heauie violent lance, with which the flanghrer makes 
Ofarmics, fatall to her wrath: S4turnia whipt her horfe, 
And heauen gates, guarded by the Howres, opt by theirproperforce: . 
Through which they flew.Whomm when Jove faw((ct neare th’Idalian {pring) 
Highly difpleafde: he Zvi cald, that hath the golden wings, : 
And faid; Flie ris, turne them backe, let them not come at me: 
Our mectings ({cucrally difpofd) will nothing gracious be. . 
Beneath their o'rethrowne chariot, Ile fhiuer their proud fteeds: 
Hurle downe themfelues, eheir wagon breake, and for their ftabborne deeds, 
Inten whole yeates they thall not heale, the wounds I will impreffe 

With horrid thunder, that my maid may know, when to addrefle 

Armes againft her father. For my wife, fhe doth not fo offend, 

Tis but her ufe to interrupe, whatever I intend. 

Tris, with this, left Idas hils, and dp’ Olympus flew, 
Mct(neare heauen gates) the Goddefles,and thusehcir hafte with-drew. 

What courfeintend you? why are you, wrapt with your fancies ftorme? 
Tove likes not ye fhould aid the Greeks, but threats, and will.performe, 
To cruth in pieces your fwift horfe, beneath their glorious yokes, 
Harle downe your felacs, your chariot breakes and: thofe impoyfoned ee 
. His 
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i ing chonder fhall imprint, in your celeftiall parts, 
fee alispees yc thall not cure: that the that tames proud hearts 
( Thy felfe, -##nerva) may be taught, to know for what, and when, 
Thou dof againft thy father fighr; for fometimes children ; 
May with difcretion plant themfclves, againft their fathers wils; 
Bur not where humors onely rule, in workes beyond their skils. 
For, /axe, (he offcads him not, nor vexeth him {fo much, 


For, ‘tis his ufe to croffe bis will, her impudence is fuch: Facile facit 
The habite ofeffence in this, fhe oncly doth contraa, geod femer 
And fo gricves or incenfeth iefic; though nere the Ieflc her fat: : 

But thou moft erievft him (dogged Dame) whom he rebukes in time, 


Left filence fhould pervert thy will, and pride too highly clime 
Ia thy bold bofome (defperategirle) ifferioufly thon dare 
Lift chy unweildie lance gainft Zeve, as thy pretences are. 

She left them, and Satwrmia faid, Ay me thon feed of Zeve, 
By my advice we will no more, unfit contention move 
Wich fupiter for mortall men; of whom, let this man dye, 
And that man live, who ever he purfues with deftinie : 

And let him (plo:ting allevents) difpofe ofcither hoft, . 
As he ehinks fiteeft for them both, and may become us mioft. 

Thus turnd fhe backe, and to the Howres, her rich man‘d horfe refignd, 
Who them ¢immortall mangers bound; the chariot they inclin'd 
Beneath the Chriftall wals relia they in golden thrones 
Conforted other Deities, repletac with paffi 
Tove, in his bright. wheeld chariot, his frie borfe now beats, 

Vp to Olympus; and afpit'd the gods eternall fears: ; 

Great Neptane loos'd his horfe, his Carre, upon the altar place, 

And heavenly-linnen Coverings, did round about it caft. 

The farre.fecr us'd his throne of gold: the vaft Olympus thooke _ 
Beneath his feet, his wife,and maid, apart their places tooke;, 

Nor any wotd afforded him: he knew their thoughts, and faid, 

Why doc you thus torment your felves? you not fit difmaid Jve te lun 


With the long labours you have usd, in yeur viGtorious fight, and Palas. 


_ Deftroying Trojans: gatnft whofe lives, yon heape fach high defpight: Scepeicé, 


Ye thould have held your glorious courte; for be affur’d, as

Since twixt his mother Queene and him, arofea deadly ftrife;

Faire Clcepstra, femall birth, of bright Afarpi(/as paine, 

And of Jdexs, who, of ail, terreftriall men, did raigne 

(Acchat time) king of fortitude; and, for Ats7 piffas fake, 

Gainft wanton P4abws, king of flames, his bow in hand did rake, 
Since he had ravifhe her, hisjoy; whom her friends, after, gave 

The furname of Alcyone;becanfe they could noe fave 

Fheir daugtiter from Alcyones Fate: in Cleepatras armes 

Lay Melcager, fceding on, his anger fer the harmes 

His mother praid might fall on him; who, for her brother {laine 

Py Meleacer, griev’d, and praid, the Gods to wreake her paine, 
Wirhall the horrour could be pour'd, upon her farious birth: 
Stull knockt (he with her impions bands, the many-feeding carth, 
To urge fternc P/uto and his Queene, t‘incline their vengefull cares; 
Fellon her knees, and all her breaft, dew-d with her fierie teares 

To make them maffacre her tonne; whofe wrath enrap'd her thus. 
Eryrnis (wandring through the ayre) heard, out of Arebus, 

Dray'rs, fit for her unplealed minde; yet Adcleager lay, 

bicurd in furie; then the brait of the umultuous fray, 
Rung through the turrets as they fcald, then came the £tolian Peres, 
‘To AMelcager with low fuits, to rife and free their feares: 

Then fent they the chiefe Priclts of Gods, with offered gifts t'attone 
His differing furie; bad him chute, in {weee-folid Caldon, 

Of the moft fatand yeeldie foyle, what with an hundred fteares, 
Might in un hundred dayes be plowde; halfe, that rich vintage beares, 
And nalfe ofnaked earth to plows yet yeelded not hisire. 

Then to his loftie chamber-doore, afcends his royall Sire < 
With ruth fall plaints: fhooke the ftrong barres, then came his fifters cries, 


“His mother then,and all intreat- yet ftillmore ftiffe he lyes: 


His friends, moft reverend, moftefteem'ds yetnone imprefhen tooke, 

Tillche high turrets where he lay, and his ftrong chamber fhooke 

Wich the invading enemie: who now forc’t dreadfall way 

Along the citie: then his wife (in pittifull difmay) 

Befought him weeping: telling him, the miferies fuftaind 

By ail the citizens, whofe towne, the enemie had gaind; 

Men flaughterd, children bondflaves made; fweet Ladies forc'’t with lft: 
M4 Fires 
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Fires climing towres, and turning themto heaps of fruitleffe duft. 
Thee dangers foftned his fteele heart: up the ftout Prince arofe, 
Indude his bodie with rich armes, and freed ch’ ZEtolians woes: 
His {morher'’d anger giving ayre, which gifts did notaflwage, 


But his owne perill. And becaufe, he did not dif-ingage . 


Their lives for gifts, their gifts he loft. But for my fake (dearc friend) 
Be not thou bent to fee our plights, to thefe extremes defcend, 
Ere thou affift us; be not fo, by thy ill angel, turn’d 
From thine owne honour: it were fhame, to {ce our navieburn‘d, 
And then come with thy timeleffe aide. For offer'd prefents come, 
And all che Greeks will honour thee, as of celeftiall reome. 
But if without thefe gifts thou fight, forc’e by thy private woe, 
Thou wilt bencthing fo renown’d, thoughthou repell the foe. 
Achilles anfwer'd the laf part, of bis oration, thus: 
Phenix, renown'd and reverend; the honors urgde on us 
We need not; Zove doth honour me, and to my faftie fees, 
And will whiles retaine a {pirit, or can command my knees. 
Then do not thou, with teares and woes, impaffionmy affe@s, 
Becoming gracious to my foe : nor fits itche refpects | 
Of thy vow'd love, to honour him, that hath difhonour'd me; 
Left {uch loofe kindneffe lofe his heare, that yet is firme to thee, 
It were thy praile to hurt, with me, the hurter of my ftate; 
Since halfe my honoar and my Realme, thou maift participate. 
Let thefe Lords then retarne th’event; and do thou hererepofe, 
And when darke fleepe breakes with the day; our counfels fhall difclofe 
The courfe of our returne or ftay. This faid, he with his eye 
Made to his friend, a covert figne, to haften inftantly 
A good foft bed, that the old Prince, foone as the Peere were gone, 
Mighteake his reft; when fouldier like, brave 4iax Telamon 
Spake to /'/y/fes,as with thought; Achilles was not worth 
The high direction of his (peech; that ftood fo fternly forth, 
Vnmov'd with th’other Orators : and {pake, not to appeafe 
Pelides wrath, but to depart: his arguments were thefe: 
High.iffued Laertiede;? let us infift no more 
On his perfwafions I perceive the world would end before 
Our {peeches end, in this affaire: we muft with utmoft hafte 
Returnc his anfwer, though but bad: the Peeres are clfewhere plac’s, 
And will nct rife till we reeurne; great Thetis fonnehath ftor'd 
Proud wrath within him, as his wealth, and will not be implor'd; 
Rude that he is; nor his friends love,refpedts, do what they can: 
Wherein paft all, we honour'd him. O unremorfefull man! 
Another for his brother flaine, another for his fonne, 
Accepts of fatisfaction : and he che deed hath done 
Lives in belov’d focietie, long after hisamends; 
To which his foes high heart for gifts, with patience condefcends: 
But theea wildeand cruel fpirit, the Gods for plague have given, 
And for one giles of whofe faire fexe, we come to offer feven, 


The moft exempt for excellence, and many a better prife: 
Then 
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Then puta {weet minde in ehy breaft, refpe@ thy owne all: 
Though others make thee not remiffe: a ate or si m 
Sprung of thy royall familie, and our fapremeft care 
isto be moft familiar, and hold moft love with thee, 
Ofall the Greeks, how great an hoft, foeuer here there be. 
He anfwer'd; Noble Ze/ewon, Prince of our fouldiers here: 
Out of thy heart I know thon fpeakft, and asthou holdft me deare: 
Bur fill as oftenas I thinke, how rudely I was ufde, 
And like a ftranger forall rites, fic for our good, refufde: 
My heart deth {well againft the man, thar durft be fo profane 
To violate his facred place: not for my private bane. 
But fince wrackt vcrtucs gencrall lawes, he thamneleffe did infringe: 
For whofe fake I will loofe the reines, and give mine anger fwinge 
Without my wifedomes leaft impeach. Heisa foole, acd bale, 
That pitties vice plagu’d minds, when paine, not love of right giues place. 
And therefore tell your King, my Lords, my juft wrath will not care 
For all his cares : bcforemy tents, and navie charged are 
By warlike Hec¥or; making way through flocks of Grecian liucs, 
Enlightnedby their nauall fire: but when his rape arrives 
About my tent, and fable barke, Idonbt not but to thield 
Them and oy felfe: and make him flie, the there-ftrong bounded field.

He with his lance, {word, mightic ftoncs, pour'd his Heroicke wreake 

On other Squadrons of the foe, whiles yet warme bloud did breake 

Through his cleft veines: but when the weund, was quite cxhauft and crude; 

The eager anptiith did ap his Princely fortieude. 

As when moft fharpe and bierer pangs, diftra@a labouring Dame;

Princes and Leaders of the Greeks, brave friends, now from our fiect Aimee 
Do you expell this boyftrous fway: Zeve will not let me mect ie Gets 
Iluftrate HedFor, nor give leave, that I thall end the day ve 
In fight againft the 240 power: my wound is in my way. 

This faid, his readic chatiotecre, did {courge his {pritefull horfe, 

That freely to the fable ficet, perform’d their fierie courfe: 
To beare their wounded Soveraigne, apart the Martiall ehruft, 
Sprinkling their powerfull breafts with foame, and fnowing on the duft. 

When Heéor heard of his retreat, thus he for fame contends: . Helb toshe 
Troiaws, Dardanians, Lycians, all my clofe-fighting friends, » Lreiens. 
Thinke what it isto be renown'd: be fouldiersallofname: 

Onr ftrongeft enemie is gone; Jeve vowes to dous fame: , 
Then in the Greeian faces drive, your one-hov'd violent fteeds, 
Aad farre above their beft, be beft, and glerifie your deeds. 

Thus asa doggiven Hunterfets, uponabraccofBores,

Andas the Curace ofthe flaine (engraven and richly gilt) 
Tydides trom his breaft had fpoild, and from his fhouiders raf 
His target and his folide helme, he thor, and. his keene thaft 
(That neuer flew from him in vaine) did naileupon the pround 
‘The Kings right foot: the {pleenefull knight laught fwcerly at the wound, 
Crept from his couert,and triampht: Now art thou maimd, {aid he, 
And wouldto God my happy hand had fo much honer'dme, 
To haue infixt itin thy breaft, asdeepe asin thy foot, 
Euen to th'expulfure of thy foule: then bleft had beene my thoote - 
Ofall the Trojans: who had then breath’d from their long unrefts, 
Who feare thee as the braying Goats abhorre the king of beafts. 
Vadanted Diomed replide: You Braver, with your bow, ° 
You flick-haird louer: you that huntand flere at wenches (0: 
Durft thou but ftand in armes with me, thy filly archerie 
Would giue thee little caufe to vaunt, as little faffer I 


_ Inthisfame tall exploit of thine, perform’d when thou wert hid: 


Asifa womanor a child, that knew not what it did, 

Fiad toucht my foot: a cowards Ttcele hath neuer any edge : 

But mine (Caffure it fharpe) Milllayes dead carkafles in pledge; 

Touch it, it renders liueleffe ftraighe: it trikes the fingers ends 

Of haplefle widowes in their cheeks, and children blind of fricnds : 

The fubje& of it makes earth red, and aire with fighes inflames: 

And Icaues lims more embrac’t with birds, then withenamour'd Dames. 


Lance.famd Fyffes now came in, and ftept befere the King, 
2 / Sree 
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Kneeid oppofite, and drew the fhafe: the cager paine did fting 
iii ough all his body- ftraighthe tooke his royall chariot there, 
And w:th direétion co the fleet, did charge his charioteere. 

Now was 44 ffes defolace, feare made no friend remaine : 
He thus fpake ro his mighty mind; What doth my ftate faftaine 2 
if I thould flye this ods in feare, that thus comes cluftring on, 
Twere high difhonour: yet «were worfe to be furprifd alone : 
Tis Jove that drives che reft to flight, but that’s a faint excute, 
Why doe I tempt my minde fo much ? pale cowards fight refule. 
He that aitects renowne in warre, muft like a rocke be fixt, 
Wound, or be wounded: valours truth puts no refpe@ betwixt. 

In this contention with himfelfe,in flew the fhadie bands 
Of targateeres, who fieg'd him round, with mifchiefe- filled hands. 
As whena crew of gallants watch the wild mufe ofa Bore, 

Their dogs put after in full cry, he rufhethon before : : 
Wheis, with his lather-making jawes, his crooked tuskes for bloud: 
And (holding firme his ofaall haunts)breakes through the deepned wood - 
They charging,though bis botapproach benever{oabhord - . 

So, to affaile the sove-lov’d Greeke, the J/4ans did accord, 

And he made through them: firft he hurt, upon bis Shoulder blade, 
Devops, a blameleffe man at armes: thenfentto endlefle thade 
T4090 and Esnomus: and {trooke the ftrong Cher fidamas, 

As from his chariot he leapt downe, beneath his targe of braffe - 
Who feil, and crawldupon theearth, with his (uftaining palmes, 

And left the fight: nor yet his lance, ieft dealing Martial almes - 

But Soces brother by both fides, yong Carops did imprefle : 

‘hen Princely Socasto his aide, tnade brotherly accefle, 

And (comming necre) fpake in his charge; O great Leertes (onne; 
Infatiate in flye ftratagems, and labours never done: 

This houre, or thon (hale boaft to kill the wo Hypafides, 

And prize their armes, or fall thy {clfe, in my refolv'd accefle. 

This faid,he threw quite through his thield, bis fclland well-driven lance: 
\Waich held way through his curaces, and on his ribs did glance, 
Piowing the fleth alongtt hisfides: but Pallas did repell 

\llinward paffage tohis life. 7 4y/fés knowing well 
The wound undeadly, ({cting backe, his foot to forme his ftand) 
Thus {pake to Socus- O thou wretch, thy death is in this hand: 
That ftayt my vidory on ‘Troy: and where thy charge was made 
In doubtful! terms (or this or that) this (hall thy life invade. 

This frighted Socss to retreate, and in his fatne reverfe, 

The lance betwixt his thoulders fell, and through his breft did perce: 
Downe fell he founding, and the King, thus playd with his mifeate - 

O Soces, youthat make by birth, the wo Hypafides : 
Now may your houfe an J you perceive, death can outflie the flyer : 
Ab wretch, thou canft not (cape my vowes: eld Hypafus thy Sire, 
Nor thy well honord mothers hands; in both which lyes thy worth, 
Shall clofe thy wretched eyes in death; but Vultures dig them forth, 
And hide them with their darkfome wines: bue when //y//es dies, 

Divine 
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Divineft Greeks fhall eombe my corfe, with all their obfequies. 
Now from his bodie and his fhield, the violent lance he drew, 

That Princely Socus had infixt: which drawne, a crimfon dew 

Fell from his bofome on the earth: the wound did dare him fore. 

And when the furious Trotans [aw, V[pffes forced gore: 

(Encouraging themfelvesin grofle) all his deitrudtion vow'd; 

Then he retir'd, and fummon d aide: thrife fhowred he allow’d, 

(As did dcnotea man ingag’d) thrife Atenclaus care 

Obferv’d his aid-fuggefting voice: and 44x being neare, 

He told him of /y/fes thowts, as if he were enclofde 

From all affiftance : and advifde, their aids might be difpofde

Kinde Adenelaus led away, the hurt Leertes fonne, 

Till his faire quire had brought his horfe: vi@orious Telamon 

Still plied the toe, and put to fword,a yong Priamides; 

Doriclus, Priams baftard fonne: then did his lance impreffe 
Pandocus,and {trong Pyrafue; Ly fander and Palertes, 

As when a torrent from the hils, (wolne with Seturafen fhowres, 

Fals on the fields; beares blafted Oaks, and witherd rofine flowres, 
Loofe weeds, and all difperfed filth, intothe Oceans force: 

So matchleffe Aiax beat the fiald, and flaughterd men and horfe. 

Yet had not Hec#er heard of this, who fought on the left wing 

Ofall the hoft, neare thofe {weet herbes, Scansamders flood doth (pring: 
Wheremany foreheads trode the ground, and where theskirmifh burnd 
Neare Neffor, and King Jdemes, where Heéfor ouer-turnd 

The Grecian fquadrons; authoring, high fervice with his lance, 

And skilfull manadge of his horfe: nor yet the difcrepance 

He made in death betwixt the hofts, had made the Greeks retire, 


If faire. haird Helens {econd {poiile; had not repreft the fire 


Of bold Mechaons fortitude, who witha three-forkt head 

Jn his right fhoulder wounded him: then had the Grecians dread, 
Left in his ftrength declin’d, thefoe, fhould laughter their hurefriend: 
Then Cretes King urp’d Neleides, his chariotto afcend, 

Andgerting acare him, rake him in, and beare him to their tents; 


A Surgeon is to be preferd, with phyficke ornaments. . 
| O4 Vetore 
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Before amultitude ; his life, gives hurclives native bounds, 
VVich tweet infperfion of fit balmes, aad perfed fearch of wounds. 
Thus {pake the royall /domen: Weleides obcyd, 
And to his chariot prefently, the wounded Greeke convaid 
The fonne of Efculapins, the great Phyfition: 
To fleet they few. Cebriones perceiv'd the flaughter done 
By 4iax on the other troops, and {paketo Heéor thus: 
Whiles we encounter Grecians here, fterne T clamonins 
Is yonder raging, turning up in heapes ourhorfeand men: 
I know him by his fpacious fhidid: let us turne chariot then

T would with all fpeed, with th’affaule: that ugly fhame might thed 
(Thus farre from home) thefe Grecians blouds. But if they once turne he: 
Andially onus frew their fleet, when in fo deepea dike 
We fhail lye &ruggling; not a mar of all the hoaft is like

(Their paflage beaten through the wall) with hazardous defire, 
That they might once but fight at fleet. With HeéZor, Captaines were, 
Polydamas, and Cebriones, who was his chariotecere : 

Chiefes of the fecond band, 
Were Paris, and Alcathous, Azenor. The command 
The third ftrong Phalanx had, was given, toch Avgure Hellcsius; 
Desphobus, that God.like man, and mightie sfx;

CA rchelochus, and Acamas (_Antenors deareft kinde) 
And excellent at every fight. The fifth brave companie, 
Sarpeden had to charge; who chufde, for his commands {upp ;, 
Afteropa us great in armes, and Glawcws, for both thele 
Were beft of all men, but himfelfe: but he was fellowleffe.

THE TWELFTH BOOKE 


The icft hand way; by whichthe Greekes, with horfe and charior, 
Came ufually from field co fleet : clofe to the gates he gor, 
Which both unbard and ope he found, that forthe eafier might 

Aacatry be fcr any friend, that was behind in flight; 

Yet not much eafier fora foc: becaufe there was a puard 

Maintaind upon it, paft his thought, who Mill putforit hard, 

Eagerly fhowting: and with him, were five more friends of name, 

That would not icave him, thongh none elfe would hane that way for fame 
(In their free choice) but he himfelfe, oreffes, Jawmenus, 

And Acamas, Afdes, Thoow, Ocnomaus, 

Were thofe that followed jius: within the gates they found 
Twoemincntly valorous, that from the race renownd 

Oftue right valiant Lapisthes, deriv’d their high defcent. 

Lterce Leontes was the one, like c4rzs in detriment; 

The other mighty Polepet,the great Pirithous fonne. 

Thefe ftood within the lofty gates, and nothing more did fhun, 
Thecharge of 4fus and his friends, thea two high hill-bred Okes, 
WVcli rooted in the binding cart, obey theayrie ftrokes 

Of winde and weather, ftanding firme, gainft every feafons {pight - 
Yct they poure on continued fhowts, and beare their fhields upright: 
When inthe meanefpace Polypet, and Leontews cheard 
Their fouldiers to the fleets defence: but when the reft had heard 

The Trojans in attempt to skale, Glamor and flight did flow. 

Amenglt the Grecians: and then (the reft difmaid) thefe two 

Met _A/ias entring; thruft him backe, and fought before their dores - 
Nor fard they then like Okes, that ftood, butas a brace of Bores 
Coucht ia their owne bred bill, that hearea fort of hunters thowr, 

And hounds in hot traile comming on; then from their dens breake out, 
Traverfe their force, and fuffer not, in wildnefle of their way, 

About them any plantto ftand: but thickets, offering ftay, 

Dreake through, and rend up by the rootss whet gnathes into aire, 
Which Tuault fils, with fhowts, hounds, horns,and all the hot affaire 
Bcates at their bofomes: fo their armes, rung with aflailing blowes; 
And fo they ftird chem in repulfe, right well affur'd that thofe 

WViio were within, and on the wall, would adde their parts; who knew 
‘They now fought for their tents, flece, lives, and famcs; and therefore threw 
stones from the wals and towres,as thicke,as when a drift winde fhakes 
Blacke clouds in pieces, and plucks fnow, in great and plumie flakes, 
From their foft bofomes, till the ground be wholy cloth’d in white; 

So earth was hid with floncs and darts: darts ftom the Trojan fight, 
Stones from the Greeks, that on the helmes and bofiie Trejan thields 
Kept fuch arapping, it amaz‘d great Afiue, who now yeelds 

Sighes, beates his thighes: and in a rage, his faule to Zowe applies. 

© Tove (faid he) now cleare thou fhew’ft, thou arta friend to lyes; 
Pretending, in the flight of Greece, the making of it good, 

To all their ruines: which Ithought, could never be withftood, 

Yct they, as yellow Walpes, or Bees (that. having made their neft 

The gafding cranny of a hill) when for a hunrers feat, 


Hunters . 
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Hunters come hot and hungziein; and dig for honey-comes: 
They flie upon them, ftrike and fting: and from their hollow homes - 
Will not be beaten, bue defend their labours fruit, and brood: 
No more will thefe be from their port, but either lofe their blood 
(Alchough but two, againft all us) or be our prifoners made; 
All this, to do bis ation grace, could not firme Jove perfwade, 
Who fer the generall countell flood, and (gainft his fingular brave) 
Beftow'd on Heéor that dayes fame. Yet he, and thefe behave 
Themlelves thus nobly at this pore: but how at other ports, 
And all alongft the ftony wall, ole force, gainft force and forts, 
Rag'd in contention twixt both hofts: it were no cafie thing, 
(Had I the bofome of a God) to tune tolife,and fing. 


- The Trojans fought not ofthemfclvcs, a fire from heaven was throwne 


Thatranneanongft tiem, through the wall, meere added to their owne. 
The Greeks held not their owne: weakegriefe, went with her wither'd hand, 
And dipt it deeply in their fpirits; fince they could not command 
Their forces to abide the field, whom harlh Necefitie 
(To fave thofe thips thould bring them home) and their good forts fupply 
Drave to th’expulfive fight they made; and this might ftoope them more 
Then Need it felfe could elevate: for even Gods did deplore 
Their dire eftates, and all the Gods, that were their aids in warre: ae 
Who though they could notcleare their plights) yet were their friends thu: 
Stillto uphold the better fort: for then did Polepet paffe 
A lance at Damafus, whofe helme, was made with cheeks of brafle, 
Yet had not proofeenough; the pyle, drave through it, and his skull; 
His braincin blood drown’d; and the man, folate fo fpiritfull, 
Fell now quite (pirit-leffe to earth. So emptied he the veines 
Of Pylon, and Ormienss lives: aud then Leontexs gaines 
Thelifesend of Hippomachus, Antimachus hisfonne; 
His lance fell at his girdle ftead, and with his end, begun 
Another end: Leostess, left him, and chrough the preafe 
(His keene {word drawne) ranne defperately, upon Ud atinbates, 
And liveleffe tumbled him to carth. Nor could all thefelives quench

And ftill the Lance, fixtin his eye; which, not to {ce, alone, 
Contented him; but up againe, he fnatche, and fhewd it all, : 
With this fterne Brave, f/:aas, relate, brave I/ieneus fall, 
To his kinde parents, that their roofes, their teares may over-runne, 
Forfothe houle of Premachws, and Alegenorsfonne, 

Muf with his wiveseyes, averflow: the never feeing more 

Her deare Lord, though we rell his death; when toour native fhore, 
Webring from ruind Troy our fleete, and men fo long forgone. 

This faid, and feene, pale Feare poffeft all thofe of Ilion : 

Andev’ry man caft round his eye, te fee, where death was not, 

That he might flic bim. Let not then, his grac’t hand be forgot, 

(O Mufes you that dwell in heaven) that firft embrude the field 

With Troian fpoyle, when Neptene thus had made their irons yeeld:

4gers fonne, the good Menctins, 
(Thy father) lives, and Pesews (Minc) great fonne of Lacus, 
Amongft his Myrmidons, whofe deaths,in dutie we fhould mourne, 
Oris it what the Greeks fuftaine, that doth thy ftomacke turne?

And fo of this repeate enough: take thou my fame-blaz’d armes; 
And my fight-thirftie Myrmidons, leadeto thefe hot alarmes. 
Whole clouds of Troians circle us with hatefull eminence: 

The Greekes fhutia a little fhore, a fort of citizens 

Skipping upcn them: all becanfe their proud eyes doe not fee 

The radiance of my helmet there, whofe beames had inftantly 
Throft backe, and all thefe ditches fild with carrion of their fichh, 
If 24gamemsnon had beene kinde: where now they ficht as frefh, 
As thus farre they had put at cafe, and at our tents contend. 

And may, for the repulfive hand of Déomed doth not fpend 

His raging darts there, that their death could fright out of our fiect : 
Nor from that head of enmitie, can my poore hearers meet 

The voyce ofgreat Atrides now: now Heéers onely voyce 
Breakes all the ayreabout both hofts, and withthe very noy 
Bred by his towd encouragements, his forces fill the field, 

And fight the poore Achaians dewne. But on, put thou my thicld 
Betwixt the fire. plague and our fleet: ruth bravely on, and turne

Our fweee. bome-turning: but obferve the charge J lay on thee, 
Tocachleaft point, that thy rul’d hand may highly honour me, 
And get fuch glory from the Grecks, that they may fend againe 
My moft fweee wench, and gifts to boote; when thou haft caft a raine 
On thefe fobead-ftrong citizens, and forc’tthem from our flect. 
With which grace, it the god of founds, thy kinde cpreffion preet; 
Retire, and be not cempted on (with pride, to fee thy hand 

Raine {laughterd carkafles on earth) to runne forth thy command 
Asfarre as Ilion; Ieft thegodsthat favour Troy, come forth 

To thy encounter; for the Sunne; much loves it; and my worth 

(In what thou {uffer'ft) will be wrong’d, that I would lec my friend 
Affume an a@ion of fuch weight, without me,and tran{cend 

His friends prefcription; doe northen affe& a further fight, 

Then I may ftrengthen: let the reft, (when thou baft donc this right) 
Performe the reft. *O would to Jeve, thou Pafzs,and chou Sunne, 
That nor aman heufd underneath thofe towres of Ilion, 

Nor any one of all the Greekes, (how infinite afamme 

Soever, altogether make) might live unovercome - 

But onely we two ({caping death) might have the thundring downe 
Of every ftone, flucke in the wals of this {0 facred towne. 

Thus tpake they oncly ewixt themfelves. And now the foe no more 

Cou'd -fax ftand, being fooppreft wich all che iron ftore 

The Troians pourdons with thofe darts, and with Zoves will befide, 
His pow7es werecleyd, and his bright helme, did deafning blowes abide, 
His plume, andall head * ornaments, could never hang in reft :- 

Fis arme yee iaboured up his thield, and having done their beft, 
They could not ftirre him from his ftand, alchough he wrought it‘out 
With fhort refpirings, and with (weate; that ceafleffe flow'd about 
His recking lims- no leaft time given, to take in any breath; 

Il ftrengthned ill; when one was up, another was beneath, 

Now Mufes, you that dwell in heaven, the dreadfull meane in{pire, 

That firft enforc’'tthe Grecian fleete, torakein Froian fire: 

Firft Hecor with his huge broad {word, cut off, at fetting on, 

The head of 4sax A then lance; which 4iax fecing gones 

And that he thooke a headleffe {peare (alittle while unware ) 

His waric fpirits told him ftraight, the hand of heaven wasthere, 
AndtrembI'd under his conceit; which was, * that twas eves deed: 
Who, as he puld off his darts heads; fo, {ure he had deereed 

That all che counfels of their warre, he would poll off like it, 

And give the Troians viGtory: fo trufted he his wit, 

Ans left his darts. And then the thip was heape with horrid brands 
Ofkindling fire; which inftantly was feene through all the ftrands, 

In unextinguithible flames, that all the fhip embrace : 

Andthen Achilles beate his thighes; cryed out, Pasroclas, hafte, 

Make way with horfe; Ice at fleet, a fire of fearefull rage: 

Armce, arme, left all our fleet it fire, and all cur powreen age; 
Armequickly, He bring up the troupes. To thefe fo dreadfull warres, 

Patroclus 
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Patroclus,in Achilles armes, Colightaed all with tlarres, 

Aad richly ameld) all hafconade: he were his fword, his thicld, 

His huge-plum’d helme, and two fuch fpcares, as he could nimbly wield. 
Bat the moft ramd »-4¢billes {peare, big, folid, full of weight, | 
He onely left, of all his armess for that, farre paft the might 

Ofany Greeke to fhake, bur his; eSehiles onely ire 

Shooke that huge weapon, that was piven by Coyron to bis Sire, 

Cut from the cop of Pelion, to be Heroes deaths. 

His ftceds, e4asomedon {traight ioyn’d; like whom ne man that breaths 
(Next Peleus fonnc) Patrocius lov'd; for like him, none fo great 

He found, in faith, at every fight, nor to our-loekea threat: 
Astomeden did therefore guide (for him) e4chiles fteeds, 

(Xanthins, and Baline (wiftas winde) begotten by the feeds 

Of Zephyr, and the Hespie borne, Pordarge;in amecade 

Clofe to the wavic Occan, where that fierce Harpye feade. 
Automedon ioynd thele before, and with the hindmoft geres, 

He faftn’d famous Pede/us, whom from the maflacres 

Made by -4chiles, when he tooke Ketions wealthy towne, © 
Hi brought, and (though of mortall race) yet gave him the renowne 
To follow his immortall horfe. And now, befare his tents, 
Himfelfe had feene his Myrmidons, in all habiliments 

Of dreadful warre: And when ye &e (upen a mountaine bred) 

A den of Wolfcs, (about whofe hearts unmeafir'd Grength, are fed) 
New come from currie of a Stagge, their iawes all bloud-befmcard; 
And whca from fome blacke water-fount, they altogether herd; 

‘There having plentifully lap, with thio, and throft out tangues, 
The top and cleareft of the fpring, goe belching from their lungs 
The clotterd gore, looke dreadfully, and entertaine no dread, 
Their bellies gaunt, all caken up with being fo rawly fed : . 
Then fay, that fuch, in ftrength, and looke, were preat Achilles men, 
Now orderd for the dreadful fighe: and fo with all them then 

Their Princes, and their C hicfes did fhow, about their Generals friend; 
His friend, and all about himfelfe: who chiefly did intend 
Thrembattclling of horfe and foot. To thar fiege, held fo fong, 

Twile five and twenty faile he brought. ewile fiveand twenty frose | 
Ofable men, was cvery faile: five Colonels hemade 

Ofall thofe forces, truftie men, and all of powre toleade, 

But he, of powre beyondehem all, Menefthias was one, 
That ever wore difcolour'd armess he was a riversfonne - 

That fell from heaven, and good to drinke was his delightfull ftreame : 
His name, unwearied Sperchins, he lov'd the lovely dame, © 

Faire Polydora, Peleus {eed; and deare in Boras fight, 

And the, so that celeftiall floud, gavethis Menefthim: light : 

A woman, mixing witha god. Yes Boras bore thename 

Of father to Memefbins: he Marrying the dame, 

And giving her amighzie dowre; he was the kinde defcent 

Of Perieris. The next man, renown'd with regiment, 
Was ftrong Eudorus, brought tolife, by one {uppofd a maide; 
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Bright Polymsela ( Phy!as eed) but had the wanton plaid, 
With e4rgus-killing Merewrse, who (fir'd with her faire eyes 
As fhe Was finging in the quire, of her that makes the cries 
Inclamorous hunting, and doth bearethe crooked bow of gold) 
Stole to her bed, in thar chafte roome, that Phebe chaft did hold, 
And gave her chat {wift-warlike fonne, (Zudorus ) brought to light, 
rudorws borne As fhe was dancing: but as fhoone as fhe that rules the plight 
ee bs Of labouring women, eafde her throwes,and fhew’d her fonne the Sunne, 
lace Strong Echelceus, Actors heire; woo'd carneftly,and wenne 
. Her {econd favour, fecing her with gifts of infinite prife, 
And after brought her to his houfe, where, in his grandfires eyes, 
(Old Phyles) Poly melas fonne, obtaind exceeding grace, 
And found as carefull bringing np, as of his naturall race 
Memaiides ‘he Fie had defcended. The third chicfe was faire Memalides 
Hard Coe". ps (andrws who in skill of darts, obtaind fupremeft praife 
Of all the Myrmidons, except, their Lords companion: 
rtenx the The fourth chargeaged Phenix had. The fitth, 4 lcimedon, 
fo“. Sonne of Laereus, and much fam‘d. All thefe digefted thus 
scmd.mle 1, Fe place, by the mightic fonne of royall Pelee; 
ee This fterne remembrance he gave all: You Myrmidons, (faid he) 
Left any of you fhould forget his threatnings ufde to me 
In this place; and throughall the time that my iuft anger raign'd; 
Attempting me with bitter words, for being fo reftraind 
(For my hot humour) from the fight: remember them, as thefe ; 
Thou cruell fonne of Pefeas, whom fhe that rules the feas, 
Did onely nourifh with her gall, thou doft ungently hold 
Our hands againft our wils from fight; we will not be controld, 
But take our fhips, and faile for home; before we loyter here, 
And feed thy furie. Thefe high words, exceeding often were 
Thethreats, that in your mutinous troupes, ye ufde to me, for wrath 
To bedetaind fo from the field: now then, your {pleenes may bath 
In {weatc of thofe great workes ye witht; now he that can employ 
A geacrous heart, goe fight, and fright thefe bragging fonnes of Troy. 
This (et eheir mindes and ftrengths on fire, the fpeech enforcing well, 
Being ufde in time, but being their kiags, it much more did impell, * 
“amie, And clefer rutht-inall the troupes. And,as for buildings hie, 
The Mafon layes his ftones more thicke, againft th’exeremitie 
Of winde and weather;and eventhen, if any ftorme arife, 
He thickens them the more for that; the prefent a& fo plies 
His honcft minde to makefure worke. So for the high eftate 
This worke was brought to, thefe mens minds (according to the rate) 
Were raifd, and all theirbedicsioynd. but their well-fpoken King, 
With his fo timely-thought.on {peech, more fharpe made valours fting; 
And thickn’d fo their targets boft; fo all their helmets then, 
That fhields proptthields, helmes, helmetsknocke, and men encourag'd men. 
a drea see Patyeclas, and eAutomedon, did arme before themall : 
cussion T wobodies with ne mindcinform’d; and then the Generall 
emcsces Befooke him to his private Tent, where (from a coffer wroughe 
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oft rich and curioufly; and given by Téets, to be brought 
- his owne thip, rop-bld with vefts, warme robes to ch«cke cold wind, 
And tapiftries, all golden fring’, and curl’d wich thrumbs behind : 
He tooke a moft unvalued bowle, in which none dranke but he, 
Nor he, burro the deities, nor any deitic, 
But Zove himfelfe was fervd with that;and that he firft did clenfe 
With falphure, then with fluences of {weeteft water renfe: 
Then watht his hands, and drew himfelfea mighty bowle of wine, 
Which (ftanding midft the place enclofde for fervices divine, 
And looking up to heaven and Jeve, who faw him well) he pour'd 
Vpon the place of facrifice, and humbly thus implor‘d : 
Great Dodeneus, Prefidentof cold Dedenses towres; 
Divine Pela(gicus, that dwell'ft farre hence, about whofe bowres 
Thrauftere prophetique Sef dwell, that ftill leepe enthe ground, 
Goe bare, and never clenfe their feet: as I befere have found 
Grace to my vowes, and hurtto Greece, fo now my prayers irtend, 
J ftill tay in the gatherd fleete, but have difmift my friend, 
Amongft my many Myrmidons, to danger of the dart. 
O granthis valour my renowne, arme with my mindc his heart, 
That Hecf¥ers felfe may know, my friend can workce in fingie warre; 
And net then onely fhew his hands, fo hot and , 
When my kinde prefence feconds him: but, fight he nere fo well, 
No further let him truft.his fight: but, when he thall repel 
Clamor and danger fromour ficete, vouchfafca faferetreate 
To him andall his com panies, with fames and armes compleate. 
He prayd, and heavens great Counfeller gave fatisfying care, 
To one part of his orifons, but left the other there - 
Hc let him free the fleete of foes, but faferetreate denide. 
Achilles \efe that utter part, where he his zeale applide; 
And turn’dinto his inner tent, made faft his cup, and then 
Stood forth, and with his minde beheld the foes fight and his men, 
That follow’d his great minded friend, embattail’d, till they brake 
With gallant fpirit upon the foe: and as fell wafpes, that make 
Theiedwellings in the broad high way, which foolifh children ufe 
(Their cottages being neare their neafts) to anger and abufc 
With ever vexing them, and breed (te footh their childith warre) 
A common ill to many men, fince if a traveller i 
(That would his iourneysend apply, and paffe them unaflayd) 
Come neare and vexe them, upon him the childrens faults are layd; 
Forenthcy flye, as he were fuch, and ftill defend their owne - 
So far'd it with the fervent minde of every Myrmydon, ; 
Who poar'd themfelves out of their flecte, upon their wanton foes, 
That needs wonld ftirre them, theuft fo neare, and caufe the overthrowes 
Of many others ehat had elfe beene never coucht by them, | 
Nor would havetouche. Patroclas then put his windetethe ftreame, 
And thus exhorted: Now my friends, remember you expreffe 
Your late urg.d vertueand renowne, our great Msacides; eee 
That he being ftrongelt ofall the Greekes, his eminence may dimme 
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ae ee ed a i nero eee see, pone a, Te rs 
And others likewifein our ftrengths, that farre offimitate him. . 
And 4zamemuen now may {cc bis fault as gencrall, 
As his place high, difhenouring him, thae fo much honours all. 
Thus made he fparkle their freth fire, and on they ruthe; che fleete 
Fild full her hollow fides with founds, that terribly did greere 
Th amazed Troians: and their eyes did fecond their amaze, 
rhe cerrour of VVhen great Menaetius fonne they faw, and his friends armour blaze; 
Lali a * Allcroupes ftood troubl’d with conceit, that Peles fonne was there, 
: His anger caft off at the fhips, and each lookt every where 
For fome authoritic co leade, the then prepared flight. 
P atroclus greeted with a lance, the region where the fight 
Made ftrongeft eumult; neare the thip, Protefilaxe broughe, 
And ftrooke Pyrechmex, who before the faire-heimd Peous fought, 

oo 7, Led from Wd mydon, neare whofe wals, the broad ftream'd Axins flowes. 
bprancus Through his right fhoulder flew the dart,whofe blew ftrooke all the blowes 
and t'v fips In his powre, from his powrelefle arme, and downe he groning fell : 
rejoued. His menall flying (their Leader fled.) This onedart did repell 

The whole guard plac’tabour the hip, whofe fircextin@, halfe burn'd 
The Pons left her, and full cry tcoclamorous flight return’d. 

7 Then (pread theGreckes about their thips, eriamphant tumule flow : 

“smiles Andas from top of fome fteepe hill, the lightner {trips a cloud, 
And lets a great skie out from heaven, ia whofe delightfome light; 
All prominent foreheads, forrelts, towres, and temples cleare thefight : 
So clear'd thefe Greekes, this Troian cloud, and at their fhips and tents 
Obrain‘d a little time to breathe, bye found no prefent vents 
To their inclufions; nor did Troy (thouga thefe Pzenians fled 
Lo‘cany ground, but from this thip, they geedfully turn’d head. 
Then every man, a man fubdudes Patroclus inthe thigh 
Strooke Areilicus; his dart, the bone did breake, and flye 
Quite :hrough, and funke him to the earth. Geod Menclans flew 
Accompli(ht 7 4os, in whofe breaft (being nak’d) his lance hethrew 
Above his thield, and freed his foule, Phylides (taking note 
That bold Amsphidus bene at him) prevented him, and {mote 
His thighes extreme part, where (of man) his fatteft mulcle lies, 
The nerves torne with his lances pile, and darkneffe clofde his cycs. 
Antslochus, Atywamins {cizd, his Neelc lance did imprefle  - 
His firft three guts, and loofd his life. At yong Neflorides, 
(Mars, Atymnins brother flew, and at him, Thrafiwecd, 
(The brother to e-4stilechus) his cager Iavelins head, 
The mufcles of his arme cut out, and fhiverd all the bones 
Night clofde his eyes, his liveleffecorfe, bis brother fell upon. 
And fo by two kinde brothers hands, did two kisde brothersbleed; 
Both being divine Sarpedons friends,and were the darting feed 
Of e“mifodarws, that kept the bane ofmany men, 
Abhord Chimera, andiuch bane, now caught his children: 
14x Oileades did take Cleobulus alive, 
Invading him, (ftaid by the preafe) andat him then let drive, 
With his dhore fword, that cut his necke; whofe bloud warm'd all the fteele: 
And 
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And cold Death, with a violentfate, his fable cyes did cele, 

Peneleus and Lycon, caft together off their darts; 

Both mitt, and both together then, went with their fwords; in parts 

The blade and hile went, laying on upon the helmets height; 

Penclews {word caught Lycoss necke, and cut it thorough quite. 

His head hung by the very skin: The fwift Aterienes 

(Purfuing flying e4c422s) iuft as he got accefle 

To horfe and chariot, overtooke, and rooke him (uch a blow 

On bis right fhoulder, chat he left his chariot, anddid ftrow 

The duftie earth; life left his lims, and night his eyes pofleft. 
idomen aus his fterne dart, at Erymeas addreft, 

As (liketo 4cassas) he fled, he cut the fundry bones 

Beneath his braine, betwixt his necke and foreparts, and fo runs 

(Shaking his teeth out) throngh his moath, his eyes all drown‘d in bloud : 


" Sothrough his noftrils and his mouth (that now dart-open ftood) 


He breath’d his fpirit. Thus had death from every Grecian Chiefe 

A Chiefe of Troy. For, as to Kids or Lambs, their cruclft thiefe 

(The Wolfe) ficalcs in,and when he fees, ehat by the fhepheards floth, 

The dams are {perft abont the hils; then ferves his ravenous tooth 

With eafe, becaufe his prey is weake: So ferv'd the Greckes their foes, 

Difcerniag well how thricking flight did all eheir fpirits difpofe; 

Their biding vertues quite forgot, and now the naturall fpicene 

That 4s4x bore to Heéer, ftill, by all meanes would have beene 

Within his befome with a dart: but he that knew the warre, 

(Well cover'd ina well-lin’d fhield) did well perceive how farre 

The arrowes and the javelins reacht, by being within their founds 

‘And ominous fingings; and obferv'd the there-inclining bounds 

Of Conqucft, in her aide of him, and fo obcyd her change; 

Tooke fafeft courfe for him and his, and ftood to her as ftrange. 4 

Andas when ove intends a ftorme, he lets out of the ftarres, ol 

From fteepe Olympus, a blacke cloud that all heavens fplendor barres 

From men on earth: fo from the hearts of all the Troian hoft, 

All comfort lately found from Jove, in flight and cries was loft. 

Nor made they any faire retreat; WedZers unruly horfe 

Would needs retire him; and he left engap'd his Troian force, 

Forc't by the fteepenefie of the dike, that in ill place they tooke, 

And kept them that would faine have gone. Their horfes quite forfooke 

A number of the Troian kings, and left them in the dike; 

Their chariots in their foreteames broke. Patrecius then did firike 

While fteele was hot, and chear’d his friends, nor meant his enemics good : 

Who when they once began to flye, each way receiv'd a floud, 

And chok’t themfelves with drifts of duft. And new were clouds begot 

Bencath the clouds; with flight, and noife, the horfe negleGted not 4 

Their home intendments, and where rout was bufiet, there pour'd on 

Patroclus moft exhorts and threats; and then lay overthrowne 

Numbers beneath their axle-trees, who (lying in flights ftreame) 

Made th’after chariots iot and jumpe, in driving overthem. __ 
Thimmortall horle Pstrocias rode, did pafle the dike with cafe,

(Old Ezops fonne) did make him(cife, who thrinking, and fet clofe

The firft of Troy, the firft Greekes foil'd, when not the latt indeed, 


Amongft the Myrmidons was flaine: the great —4tacieas feed; 

Divine Epigess, that before had exercifde command 

In faire Riclcis: bit becaufe he laid a bloudy hand 

On his owne fifters valiant fonne;to Pelene and his Queene, 

Hecame for pardon, and obtain'd; His flaugheer being the meane 

He came to Troy, and {6 to this. He ventur'd even cotouch - 

The princely carkafle, when a ftone did more to him, by much; 

(Sent out ofable HeéFors hand) ie cuthis skullin twaine, 

And ftrooke him dead. Patrecles (griev'd to fee his friend {0 flainc) 

Before the foremoft chruft himfelfe: and asa Faulcon frayes 

A flocke of Stares or ; fach feare broughe his affayes 

Amoneftthe Troians and their friends; and (angry at thc heart, 

As well as griev'd) for him fo flaine: another ftony dart, 

Asgood as Meé¥ers, he let flic, that daftedin the necke 

Of Stbeneleus, thrutt his head to earth firft, and did breake 

The nerves in fander, with his fall, off fellehe Troians too, 

Even Hec¥ors {elfe, and all as farre as any man can throw, 

(Provoktfor games, orin the warres, to hed an enemies foule) 

A light, long dart. The firft that earn'd, was he that did controulc 

The Targatters of Lycia; Prince Glescav, who to hell 

Sent Bashyclaws, Chalcons(onne; hedidin Hees dwell, 

And fhin'd for wealth and happineffe, mote Myrmidons; 

His bofomes midft the Iaveline ftrooke, his fall pet earth with grones. 
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The Greckes griev'd, and the Troians joy’d, for fo renownda msn, 
About whom ftood the Greciaus firme: and then the death began 

On Troyes fide by c/ersones; he fluc one great in warre, 

Laogonss, Onetors fonne, the Prick of Zepiser, 

Created inth’Idean hill. Betwixe his jaw and eare 

The dart fucke faft,and loofde bis foule, fad mifts of Hate and Feare 
Invading him. 4acéifes fonnc, difpatchta brazen lance - 

At bold (Meriones; and hop tto make an equall chance 

On him, with bold Zaogonussthough ander his broad thield 

He lay fo clofe. But he difcern’d, and made his body yeeild 

So low, that over him it flew, and trembling tooke the grounds 

With which, 44ars made it quench his ehirft, and fince the headcoald wound 
No better body, and yet throwne from nere the worfea hand, 

Tt curnd from earth, and lookt awry. «£ncas Ice it ftand, 

Much angry at the vaineevent; andtold Merienes, 

He cap’ but hardly, nor had caufe to hope for fuch fucceffe 

Another time, though well he knew his dancing faculric, 

By whofe agilitic he fcap't; for had hisdartgone by 

With any leaft touch, inftantly, he had beene ever flainc. “at

He faid, and led, and nothing lefie, for any ching he (aid, 

(His fpcech being feafon'd with fuch right) the Worthy feconded. 

And then, asin a founding. vale, (neare neighbour to a hill y 

Wood. fellers make a farre-heard noife with chopping, chopping @iill, — 
And laying on, on-b'ockes and trees: fo they, on men laid lode, — 

And beate like noyfesinto ayre, both as they ftrooke and trod, 

But (paft their notle) (0 fallof bloud, of duft, ef darts, lay fmic 
Divine Sarpedon,that a man muft have an excellent wit; 

That could but know him, and might faile: fo fiom bis utmoR bead, 
Even to the low plants ofhis feete, hisforme wasalrered, : 
All thrufting neare itevery way, asthicke as Ayes in [pring, 

That ina theepe-cote (when new milke affemblcs them) makewing, —. 
Andbuzze about thetop-full pailes: nor ever was the yc. 
Of Jowe averted from the fight, he view'd, thought ceaflefly, 

And diverfly upon the death, of, great chides friend: 

if Heder there (to wreake his fonne) fhould with his javeline end 
His life, and force away his armes, or fill augment the field; 
He then concluded that the flight ofmuch more foule, fhould yeeld 

»~Achilles 
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_4chilles good friend: more renowne; and thar, veh to their gates 
He thould drive Hederand tis hott: and foditanimares 
The minde of Hec¥or, that he thoents hischariot, and takes flight 
Vp with him, tempting all to ker; affrmmiog his infight 
Knew evidently, that the bewmme of Teves allordering Koles, 
Was then in finking on their &e,farcharg’d with flockes of foulcs. 
Then, not the noble Lycian ftaid, but left their flanghrerd Lord 
Amongett the corfes common heape; for many more were pour’d 
About, and on him; white oves hand betd out the biter broyle. 
And now they {poyld Saxpedows armes, and to the fhips the fpoyle 
Was fent by Menetiades. Then Tove, chias charp'd the Sunne : 
Hafte, honour'd Pha bys, let omere Grecke violence be done 
To my Sarpeden, buthis conc, ofall the fable bloud 
And javelin purg’d, then carry hitn farre hence to fonre cteare floud, 
With whofe waves wath, ard then embalme each thorough-cleanfed lim, 
With our esmsbrofia, which petform’d, divine weeds put on him : 
And then rothoke {wift nates and cwins, fwect Sleepe and Death commit 
His princely perfon,aad with !peed, they both oray carry it 
To wealthy Lycia; where tris friends and brothers will embrace, 
And rombc it in forse monement, as fesa Princes place. 
Then flew «4peits to the fight, fron tie Edalian hil, 
At all parts putting into. a@, bis great Commanders will - 
Drew all che darts, watht, balmdthecerfe; which (deckt with ornament, 
By Sleepe and Deaeh, thole featherd twins) he into Lycia fent 
Patroclus then, Awtomeden commands to pivchis ftceds 
Large raines, and all way to the chace: fo madly he exceeds 
The ftri& commiffion of his frend; which had be kept, bad kepe 
A blacke death from him. But eves minde hath evermore ourftept 
Theminde of man; who both affrighrs and takes the vi@ory 
From any hardieft hand wich cafe; which he caniuftific, — 
Though he himfelfe commands him fight:as now he put this chace 
In Menatiades his minde. How much then weiphs the prace 
( Patroclus? ) that love gives thee now, in {coles pne with rhy death ? 
Of all thelegreat and famons mer, the honourable breath. 
Ofwhich, 42reffus firft he flue, and next efatenous; 
Epijtora, and Perimas; Pylartes, Blafes, 
Swift M:nalippus, Motius; all thefe were overthrowne 
By him, and all elf, putin rene, and then proud Iiion 
Had ftoope beeeath his glorious hand. he rap'd fo with his lance, 
If Phxdus had not kept the towre, and helpt the ilians, 
Suftuining ill thoughts gainft the Prince. Thrice to the prominence 
Of Troyes fteepe wall he bravely leapt: thrice Phebus thruft him thence : 
Obdiecting all his dazling fhietd with his refiftleffe hand. 
Bat fourthly, when (like one of heaven) he would have ftird his ftand, 
»4pado chreatned him, and fad, Ceafe, it exceeds thy fate 
(Sorward Patrocims) to expugne, with thy bold lance, this ftate, 
Nor under great 4:bifes powres, (to thine fuperiour farre) 
Lies Troyes grave roine. When he fpake, Patres/uc left that warre : 
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Leapt farre backe, and his anger thund. Heé¥er detaind his herfe 

Within the Sczan ports, in doubt to put his perfonall force 

Amongft the rout, and turne their heads, or fhunin Troy the ftorme. 
e4pols{ceing his fufpence, aflum'd the goodly forme 

Of Hec¥ors uncle, 4 fies, the Phrygian Dymas fonne, 

Who neere the deepe Sangarius, had habitation, 

Being brother to the Troian Queene. His fhape espellotooke: 

And askt of Heéfor, why his {pirie, fo cleare the fight forfookes 

Affirming twas unfit for him: and witht his forces were 

As muchabove his, as they mov'd in an inferionr fphere : 

He thould (with fhame to him) be gone; and fo bad, drive away 

Againlk Parreclus, to approve, if he that gave them day, 

Would give the glory of his death, to his preferred Jance. 

So lefe he himyand to the fight did hisbright head advance, 

Mixt with the multitude, and ftird foule rumule for the foe. 

Then He&or bad Cebriones put on, himfelfe let goe 

All other Greekes within his reach, and onely gave command 

To front Patreclas, He at him; jumpt downe, his ftrong left hand 

A lavelin held; his right, a ftone, a marble fharpe; and {uch 

As his large hand bad powre to gripe, and gave it frength fo much 

As he could lycto: nor ftood long in feare of that huge man 

That made againft him; but fall on, with his huge ftone he ran 

Difcharg’d, and drave ittwixt che browes of hold Cebvianes : 

Nor could the thicke bone there prepat’d, extenuate {0 th’acceff€ 

Bat out it drave his broken eyes, which in the doftfelldowne, ° 

And he divd after,; which conceit ofdiving, tooke thefenne 

Ofold CVenetios, who thus plaid upon the others bane. 

O heavens! for eruch, this Troian was a pafiing a@ive man- 
With what exceeding eafehe dives? as if at workehe were 
Within the fithie feas. This man, alone would furnifh cheare 
For twenty men, though twere a ftorme; to leape out of a faile, 
And gather Oyfters for them all, he does it here all well, 

: nd there are many ie an Troy. Thus jefted he fo neare 
isowne grave death; and then made in to fpoyle the Chari 
With fucha Lyons force, and fate, as (often ruining, a 
Stals of fat Oxen) gets at length, a mortall wound to tin 
His foule,oue ofthat ravenous breaft that was fo infolent. 
And fo his lifes bliffe proves his bane: fo deadly confident 
Wert thou Patrecius in purfuit ef good Cebriones, 
To whofe defence new Hefor leapt. The oppofite addrefle, 
Thefe mafters of the cry in warre, now made, was of the kinde 
Oftwo fierce kings of beafts, eppofd, in ftrifeabouc a Hiade 
Slaine on the forehead of a hill, both fharpe and hungry fee, 
Aad tothe Currie never came, but like two Deaths they met: 
Nor thefe two entertain‘ leflc minde of mutuall preiudice, 
Abourthe body, clofe to which, wheneach had preft for prize,

While fome ftill ftucke, ftill new wingd fhafts flew dancing from their ftrings,

Aslong as Pharbus turn'd his wheeles about the midft of heaven,

But when his waine drew neere the Weft, the Greckes paft meafure were

From off the body; out ef which, they drew the hurl'd.in darts, 

And from his fhoulders fiript his armes, and thento more fuch parts 

Paetroclas turn’d his ftriving thoughts, to dec the Troians ill ; 

Thrice, like the god of warre, he charg-d; his voyce as horrible : 

And thrice nine thofe three charges flue, but in the fourth affay, 

Othen Patrocias, {how'd thy laft, the dreadfull Sanne made way 

Againft that on-fet, yet the Prince difcer'nd no deitie, 

He kepr the preafe fo, and befides,obfcur'd his glorious eye 

Wicth (uch felt darknefle. At his backe,he made a fodaine ftand, 

Andtwixt his neckeand fhoulders laid downe-right with either band, 


- Ablow fo weightic, that his eyes a giddy darkenefle tooke, 


And from his head, his three-plum'd helme, the bounding violence thooke,

Sy his kind parents, But his wreak Priamides aflayd, 
“nd threw at Atax ; buthis dart (difcoucred) pat, and ftayd 
At Schedius,fonne of Iphitus - aman of ableft hand 
C3fall the ftrong Phocenfians, and liu'd with great command, 
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In Fanopeus. The fell dart fell through his channell bonc, 
Pierc’t through his fhoulders upper part; and fer his {pirit gone.

This counfell gat applaufe of all, {o much were all unwife,

The great mn gave, and leave the geod, fince by the meaner piven. 
All ‘ook their peer: but the Greckes {pent allthe heavy Even 
About Patrocles mournefull rites, Pelides leading all 
In allthe formes of heavinefle: he by his fide did fall, 
And his man-flaughtering handsimpofd iato his oft-kift breaft, 
Sighes blew up fighes: and Lion-like, grac’t with a goodly cee, 
That in his abfence being robd by hunters of his whelps, 
Returnes to his fo defolate den: and (for his wanted helps) 
Bcholding his unlooke-for wants, flies roring backe againe, 
Hunts the flye hunter, many a vale, rclounding his difdaine. 
So mourn'd Pelides, his lace lofle;fo weightie were his mones

Twelve youths, the moft renown'd ot Troy, lle (acrifice befide, 
Before thy heape of funerall, to chee unpacifide. 
In mcanc time, by our crooked fternes, lye drawing teatesfrom me, - 
And round about thy honour'd Corfe, thefe dames of Dardanie, 
And Ilion with the ample breafts (whom our long {pearcs and powres, 
And labours purchaft from the rich, and by-us. ruind towres, 
And cities {trong and populous, with divers-languag'd men) 
Shall knecle, and neither day aor night be licenft to abftaine 
From folemne watches, their toyl'd eyes held ope with endlefie-teares, 

This paffion paft, he gavecomanand to his neare fouldiers, 
To puta Tripod to the fire, to cleanfe the feltred gore 
Fram off the perfon. They obeyd,and prefently did powre 
Freth waterin it; kindl'd wood, and withan inftent flame, 
The belly of the Tripod gire, till fires hot qualitie came 
Vp tothe water. Then they watht, and fild the morrall wound

Their quarrell? She incenft, askt why he ftill was tanting her, 
For doing good to thofe ths lov'd? fince man to man might fhow 
Kinde offices, though thrall to death; and though they did not know 
Haife fuch deep: counfels, as difclofd; beneath her farre-teeing ftate : 
She,rcigning Queene of goddeffes, ard being ingenerate 
Ofone ftocke with himfelfe; befides, the ftate of being his wifc, 
And mutt her wrath, and illto Troy, continue fuchaftrife 
From time to time, twixt him and her ? This privatefpeech they had, 
And now the filver-footed Queenc had her afcention made, 
To tha: incorruptible houfe, that ftarry golden court 
Of fiery /'alcan; beantifall, amongt thimmortall fort. | 
Wich yer che lame god bui'r himfelfe: the found him ina {weate, 
Abnut his bellowes; and in hafte, had twenty Tripods beate, 
To fet for ftooles about he fides of his well builded hall. 
To whofe feete, little whceles of gold he put, to goe withal!, 
Ard enter his rich dining roome; alone, their motion free 
And backe againe goe out alone, miraculous to fee. 
And thus much he had done of them, yct handles were to adde, 
For which he now was making ftuds. And while their fafhion had 
Employment of his sktifull hand, bright Téetus was come neare, 
Whom firft, faire well-haird Charis faw, that was the nuptial! feare, 
Of famons ¥w/can, who, the hand of Thetis tooke, ard faid; 

Why, faire-train‘d, lov'd and honour'd Dame, are we thus vifitcd Chemie

She Jed her in, and ina chaire of filver (being the fruie 
Of P'ulcans hand) fhe made her fie: a foorftoole, ofa fuite, 
Appofing to her chriftall feete, and cald the god of fire 
For Theta was arriv'd (fhe faid) and entertain’d defire 
Of fome gracc, that his art might grant. 7 bets to me (faid be) 
Ismighty, and moftreverend, as one that nourifhe me, 
When Griefe confum’'d me; being caft from heaven, by want cf fhame 
Inmy proud mother, who becaufe the brought me forth folame, 
Would have me made away, and then I had beene much diftreft, 
Had Thera and Ewryaome, in eithers filver breaft 
Norrefcu'd me. Eurynome, that to her father had 
Reciprocall Oceanas,nine yeeres with them I made 
A number of well-arted things, round bracelets, buttons brave, 
Whiftles and Carquenets: my Forge ftood in a hollow Cave, 
About which (murmuring with forme) th’unmeafurd Ocean 
\Vas ever beating, my abode, knowne not to god nor man, 
Bat Téerss and Euryneme, and they would ec me fill : 
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They were my loving guardians: now then the ftarry bil, 
And our particular roofe thus grac’t with bright-haird 7 Zeta here, 
Ic fits me alwayes to repay, a recompence as deare 
To her thoughts, as my lifeto me. Hafte Cares, and eppole 
Some dainty gueft rites co our friend, while [ my beliowes lof 
From fire, and lay upall my tooles. Then from an anvile rofe 
Th’unweildy monfter; halted downe, and all awry be went. 
He cookce his bellowes from cue fire, and every infirument 
Locke fafe up ina filvercheft. Then witha fponge he dreft 
His face all over, necke and hands, and all his batrie breaft - . 
Pur on his Cote, his Scepter tooke, and then went halting forth : 
vaten ates Handmaids of gold , attending him; refembling io all worth, 
ene Living young damzels, fild with mindes,and wifedome,and were train'd 
Tn allimmorcall minifterie; vertue and voyce contain‘d, 
And mov‘d with voluntarie powres: and thefe ftill waited on 
Their fierie Soveraigne; who (not apt to walke) fate nere the throne 
Of faire hair’d Theres; tooke her hand, and thus he courted her : 
Pabants 750s Por whataffaire, O fairc-erain’d Queene, reverend to me,and deare, 
Is our Court honourd with thy ftace? chat haft not heretofore 
Pcrform’d this kindnefle? Speake thy thoughts,thy fuiccan be nomose 
Then my minde gives me charge to grant, can my powre get it wrought ? 
Or that it havenot onely powre, of onely a& in thought? 
Theuste Vulcan Shethus: O /alcan,is there one of all that are of heaven, 
That in her never-quiet minde, Saturnius bath given 
So much affiiGion astome? whom onely he fubie@s 
(Of all the Sea- Nymphs) to aman, and makes me beare th'affe@s 
Ofhis fraile bed: and all againft the freedome of my will. 
And he worne to his roote with age: from him, another ill, 
Arifeth tome; Jupiter you know, hath givena fonne 
(The excellenft ofmen) tome; whofe education, 
On my pare well hach anfwered his owne worth; having growne, 
Asina fruitfull foyle, a tree that puts not up alone 
His body to anaked height; but joyntly gives his growth

Ler thefe wants breedthy thoughts, no care; I would ic lay in me, 

To hide him from bis heauy death, when Fate fhall feeke fornim; Tel an to 
As well as with renowned armes, to fit his goedly limme; Tost 
WVhich thy hands fhall conuey to him; and all eyes fhall admire : 

Sec,and defircagaincco fec thy (atisficd defire. 


This aid, he lefe her there, and forth did to his bellowes goe, Pahueie: 
Appofde them to the fire againe, commanding them to blow. gin. te rerye 
Through twenty holes made to his hearth, at once blew ewenty paire, ar mes for 


Thar fir'd his coles, fometimes with foft,fometines with vehementavre, © ee bales; 
Ashe will'd, and his worke requir'd. Amids the flame he caft, 

Tin, Silver, precious Gold, and Braffe; and in the ftocke he plac'c 

A mighty anvile; his right hand a weighty hammer held, 

His leit his tongs. And firlt he forg’d a ftrong and {patious fhicld 

Adornd with twenty feverall hewes: about whole verge he beate,

Of his great mother. Vp to heaven flac mounts againc, and fhowes 
(In glory) her deceit to Zove. Bright lightning Jeve (Lid the) 
Nowth Argives have an Em na lounedtiv'd Geen thee, 
Is borne to Perfeax Sthenelas; Earyfibems, his name, 
Noble and worthy of the rule, thou fwor'itto him. This came 
Clofe to the heart of Sepiser, and Carethat had wrought 
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This anger by Saturnia, by her bright-haire he caughr, ~ 

Held downe her head, and over her made thisinfallible vow : 

That never to the cope of ftarres, fhould reafcend that brow, 

Being fo infortunate toall. Thus, {winging her about, 

He caft ber from the fierie heaven, who ever fince thru ont 

His forke fting, in thaffaires of men. Zeve ever fince did grieve, 

Since his deare iffae Hercules, did by his vow atchicve 

The unjuft toyles of Zwry/fbews: thus faces it now with mc, 

Since uncer Heé¥ers violence, the Grecian progenie

¢om hated Troy: No, not when allin ftudied fire the flames 
The Grecke rage blowing her laft coale. this nothing turnd his aimes 
From preicnt refcues but throughall the whizzing {peareshe paft, 
And came where boch were combatting; when inftantly becaft 
‘A mifteefore “chides eyes, drew from the earth and fhield, 
iis lance, and laid icat his feete: and then tooke up, and held 
Aloft, the light Anchifés fonne, who paft (with Weptanes force) 
VWVhole ordersof Heroes heads, and many a troupe of horfe 
Le ipt over, tillehe bounds he reacht ofall the fervent broyle, 
Wh sre ali the Caucons qaarters lay-Thns (far freed from the toyle) 
Neptune had time to ufe thefe words : Eveas, who was he 
Ofall the gods, that did fo much negle& thy good and thec, 
To urze the fight with 74ers fonne? who, in immortall rates 
7. better aad more deare thenthee? Hereafter, lef (paft fates) 
Lei] be thy headiong home, retire; make bold ftand never neare, 
4 here he advanceth: but his fate, once fatisfied, then beare 
A tree andtul! layle: no Greekeelfe fali end thee. This reveald, 
He leithim, and difperft the cloud that all thisa& conceald 
Eran vext Achilles: who againe had cleare light from the skies, 
And (much di(daining the efcape) {aid:O ye gods, mine cyes 
Difcover miracles: my lance fabmite=d, and he gone 
At whom I fent ir, with defire of his confufion ? 
£12: fare waslov'd of heaven;I thonght his vant from thence, 
Had flow'd from glory. Let him goe, no more experience 
Wiil his minde long for of my hands, he flies them now fo cleare: 
Ciheer then the Grecks,and others try. Thus rang'd he every where 
The Grecian orders; every man (of which the moft lookt on 
To fectheir frelh Lord fhake his lance) he thus put charge upon: 
Divine Grecks, ftand not thus at gaze;but man to man apply 
Your feverall valours: tis a taske laid too unequally 
Onme, leit co fo many men, one man, oppofdeto all. 
Not Mzrs immortall anda god, nor warres fhe Generall, 
A field of fo much fight could chace and worke ie out with blowes; 
Bot what a man may execute, that alllims will expofe, 
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And aiicheir ftrength roctvurmoft nerve (though now Loft fonie pe 
:-vlome ftrange miracle) ro mare fhall burnein vaine the day, 
To any leaft beame: ali chis hoft lie ranfacke,and have hope 
Ofall; not one (ag:ine) will (cape, whoever gives fuch fcope 
‘Yo his adventure; and fo neare, dares tempt my angry iance. 
Thus he cxcxted. Heéfor then as much firives ta advance, 
The hesrre of his men; «dding threats, afirming he would Rand 
Fa combat with efiscrdes. Give Feare (faid he) no hand, 
Of vour great hearts, (brave Ilians) for Peleus talking Onre, 
He iene with any god wich words, but when their ipeares out on, 
Tie works runs high; theie ftrengeh exceeds morralitic (0 farre. 
Ane they may make workes crowne their words, which holds not inzke wir 
Airlie: isakes; his hands have bounds, this word he thall make good, 
And eave asother tothe field: his worft hhall be withftood, 
With fole obje€tion of my felfe. Though in his hand he beare 
A tage lke fire, chough fire it felfe his raging fingers were, 
And burning fteele flew io bis ftrength. Thus hcincited hs, 
And they raild iances,and to worke, with mixed courages, 
And up flew clamor, but the heate in Hecfor, Phabus gave 
This cemper: Doe not meet ({aid he) inany fingic brave, 
The man thou threatn’f, but in preafle, ang in thy ftrenoch impeach 
Kis violence, for farre off, or neare, bis {word or dart will reach. 
The gods voyce made a difference in Mec/ors owne couccit 
Betwixt his, and Achisles words;and pave fuch overs cighe, 
As weigh’d him backe into his hrength, and curb‘d bis flying out. 
At all threw fierce eBacides, and gave a horrid fhoue. 
The firft ofall be put to dare, was fierce Ip Arties, 
surnanyd Otryntides, whom Nas the water Nyrioh made foane 
Totowne-deftroyer O:rynteus. Beneath the fuowy tal 
Of7 mo/us, in the wealthy townc of Ide: at his will, 
Were many able men at armes. He rufliing in, tocke fu!! 
Pelides lance in his heads midht, thse ciefe in ewo bis sku!]. 
efcizlles knew him, one much fam‘d, and thusiafulced then: . 
Thiart dead Otryntides, though cald the terrible uf mens 
Thy race runs at Gyzeus lake, there thy inheritance lay 
Neare fifhy Hillus, and the gulfes ef Hermus: bur this day 
Removes it to the ficlds of Troy. Thus left he night ro feaze 
His clofed cyes, his bedy laid in courfe of all the preafe, 
Which Grecian horie broke withthe Rtrakesnai'd cosheir charjoz whecies. 
Next (through the temples) the burft eyes, his deadiy javelin ftce'es 
Of great-in- Troy -4utenors fonne,renownd Demeleon; 
A mighty eurner of a field. His overthrow fet gone 
Hippodamas, who leapt from horfe,and as he fled before 
Eactdes, his turned backe he made fell Pelizs gore, 
And forth he puft bis flying foule, and as atortur'd Bull, 
(To eps ne brought for facrifice) a troupe of yengfters pull 
Downe to the carth,and dragge him round about the hallowed fLore, 
To pleafe the watry deitie, with forcing him to rore; 
And 
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and forth he powres his urmoft throte.So bellow’d this laine friend 
Of flying Ilion with che breath that gave his being end. 
Then rathe he on, and in his eye had heavenly Po/ydore, 
Old Priams fonne; whom lat of all, his fruiefull Princefle bore; 
And for his youth (being deare to him) the King forbad to fight. 
Yee (hot of unexperienc’t blond, to fhew how exquifite 
He was of foote: for which ofall, the fiftie fonnes he held 
The fpeciall name.) He flew before the firft heate of the field; 
Eventill he flew out breath and foule: which,through the backe,the lance 
Of fwift -4chiles put in ayre, and didhis head advance 
Out at bis naviil: on his knees the poore Prince crying fell; 
And gatherd with his tender hands,his entrailes; thatdid {well . 
Quire through the wide wound, till a cloud as blacke as death conceald 
Their fight,and all che world from him. When Hedor had beheld 
His brothertumbl'd foto earth (his inerailes ftill in hand) 
Darke forrow overcaft his eyes; not farre off could he ftand 
A minute longer: but like firehe brake out of the throng, 
Shooke his long Lance at 7 4esés fonnes and then came he along 
To feed thencounter: O (faid he) here comes the man that mof 
Ofall the world deftroyes my minde: theman by whom I loft 
My deare Patroclus; now not long, the crooked pathes of warre, 
Can yeeld us any privie {capes: Come, keepe not off fo farre, 
(He cryed to Hec#or) make the paine of thy fure death as (hort 
As one fo defperate of his life, hath reafon. In no fort, 
This frighted HecZer, who bore clofe: and faid, Bacsdes, 
Leave threats for children; I have powreto thunder calumnies, 
As well as others and well know thy ftrength fuperiour farre, 
Tothat my nerves hold, but the gods, (not nerves)determine watre: 
And yet (‘or nerves) there will be found, a ftrength of powrein mine, 
To drive a lance bome to thy life; my lance as well as thine 
Hath point and fharpeneffe, and tis this. Thus brandithing his fpeare, 
He fet it flying; which a breath of Palles backe did beare 
From Thetss fonne, to Hedfors felfe, and at his feee it fell. 
Achilles ulde no dart, but clofe flew in, andthought to deale 
Wich no ftrokes, but of fure difpatch, bute what with all his bloud 
Helabor'd; Phabss clear'd with eafe,as being a god, and ftood 
For Heé#ors guard, as Pallas did, Bacides for thine. 
He rapt him from him; and acloud of much nighecaft beeweene 
His perfon, and the point oppofde. Achilles then exclaim’d 
Ofee yet more godsarc at worke; 4pol/os hand hath fram‘d 
(Dog that thou art) thy refcue now: to whom.go, pay thy vowes 
Thy fafetie owes him; I (hall vent in time thofe fatal blowes, 
That yet beatein my heart, on thine; ifany pod remaine, 
My equall faurar. In meane time, my anger muft maintainc 
His fire onother Ilians. Then laid he at his feet, 
Great Demachus, Philerors fonne;and Dryope did greet 
With like encounter. Dardanusand {trong Laogonus, 
(Wife Byas fonnes) he hurid from horfe, of one viGorious 
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THE TWENTIET#! BOORE 
With his clofe fword, the others life he conquerd with his laace, 
~ Then Tres, Alaffors fonne made in,and foughtto {cape thei: chance, 
With free fubmiftion. Downe he fell,and praid abou his knees, 
He would not kill him, but take ruth, as one that Deftinies 
Made to that purpofe,being a man borne in the felfe fame ycare 
That he himfclfe was: O poore foole, ro fue ro him to begie 
A ruthfiull minde, he well might know, he could not fathion tim, 
In ruths foft mould, he had nofpirit tobrooke that intcrim 
In his hot furie: he was none of thefercmorfefull men, 
Gende and affable: bur fierce at all times, and mad then. 
He gladly would have made a prayre,and ftill fo huge'd his knee, 
He cou!d not quit him: till at laft his {word was faine to free 
His feteerd knees, that made a vent for his white livers bioud, 
Thar caufd fuch pittifull affe@s, of which it povr'd a foud 
About his bofome, which it fild, even till it drownd his eyes, 
And all fenfe faild him. Forth then flew this Prince of cragedes, 
Who next, ftoope 4 wlius, even to death, with his infatiate fpeare : 
Ons eare it enterd,and made good his paffe to th’other eare. 
Echecius then, ( Agenors fonne) he {trooke betwixt the browes, 
‘WV hofe bloud fet fire upon his fword,that coold ittill che chrowes 
Ofhis then labouring braine,let out his fouleto fixed fare, 
And gave coldentry to blacke death. Desce/esthen had fate 
In thefe mens beings: where the nerves about the elbow knit, 
Downe to hishand his fpeares fteele pierc’t, and brought {uch paine to it, 
As led Death joyntly, whom he faw beforc his faintingeyes, 
And in his necke felt, witha ftroke, laid on io, thar off flyes 
His head: one of the twife twelve bones, that ai} tae bucke boacmake, 
Ler out his marrow, when the head, he helme aad all did tcke, 
And hurl amongft the Ilians; the body fretcht on earth. 
Rhizmes of fruicfull Thrace, next fell, he was the famous birch 
Of Pirens: his bellies midfts, the lance tooke; whofe fiernz farce, 
Quite tumb!'d him from chariot. In turning backe the basic, 
Their guider Areithous, recciv'd another lance, 
That threw himto his Lord. Noend was put to the mifchance 
Achilles entred: But as fire, falne in a flath from heaven, 
Inflames the high-woods of dry hils, and with a ftorme is diiven 
Through all the Sylvane deepes, and raves, till dewne gocs every where 
The fmother'd hill: Soevery way, Achilles and his {peare 
Confum’d the Champaine,the blacke earth flow'd with the veincs hetore. 
And looke how Oxen, (yok’t and driven about the circular fecre 
Offome faire barne) treade fodainly the thicke theaves, thin of corse, 
‘snd all the corne confum’‘d with chaffe: {o mixt and overbome, 
Beneath Achilles one-hav'd horfe,thields, fj Pcarcs, and menlay tred, 
His axel-tree, andchariot wheeles, all {patterd with thebloxd, 
Huri'd from the fteeds hoves,and the ftrakes. Thus to be magnified, 
Mis moft inacceffible hands, in humane bloud he died.

Phy, at the flouds fhore, doth expreffe 
The labours of Aacides. 


Nd now they reache the goodly fwelling channel of the floud, 
A sates Xaathws, whom Jove mixt with his immortall brood : 
And there 4chilles cleft the hoft of Ilion: one fide fell 
On Xenthus, thother on the towne: and that did he impell 
‘i he fame way that the laft daies rage, put allthe Greekes in rout, 
When Hecors furie reign-d: thefe now e4cbilles pour'd about 
The {catterd field. To ftay the flight, S4taraia cat before 
Their haftie fect, a ftanding fogge, and then Flights violence bore 
Theother balfe full on the floud. The filver.pulphed deepe 
Receiv'd them with a mighty cry: the billowes vaft and fteepe, 
Ror'd at their armours, which the fhores did rouad about refound : 
This way and that, they fwum, and fhricke, as in the gulphsthey drownd : 
And asin fir'd fields, Locufts rife, as the unwearied blaze Simi, 
Plies fill cheie rifing, till in fwarmes, all ruth as in amaze, 
(Fot fcape) into fome neighbonr floud: So, th’Achillean ftroke, 
Here drave the foe: the gulphic floud with men and horfe did choke. 
Then on the thore, the Worthy hid, and left his horrid lance 
Amids the Tamariskes; the fpritelike, did with his (word advance 
Vp to the river; ill afaires, rooke up his farious braine, 
For Troyes engagements: every way, he doubl d flaine on flaine. 
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“A moftunmanly noife was made, with thofe he pur to tward, 
Of grones and outcries; the floud blufhs tobe fo much engord 
Withfuch bafefoules: And as{mail fith, the {wift-finn’d Dolphin fie, 
Filling the deepe pits in the ports; on whofe clofe ftrength they lie: 
And there he fwallowes them in fholes:So here, to rockes ard holes, 
About the floud, the Troians fled; and there moft loft their fouies - 
Even till he tir'd his flanghtcrous arme. Twelve faire yong Princes shen, 
He chufdc of all, totake alive; to have them frefhbly flainc 
On that moft folemne day of wreake, refolv'd onfor bis friend. 
Thefe led he trembling forth che floud, as fearcfu!l ofthe'r end, 
Asany Hinde calves - all their hands he pinnioned behinde 
Wich their owne girdles;worne upon their rich weeds,and rt fien'd 
Their perfons tohis Myrmidons, te beare to fleete : and he 
Plung’d in the ftreame againe, to take more worke of Tragedie. 
He met, then iffuing the floud; wich all intent of flight, 
L;caon, (Darden Priaws fonne) whom latcly in the night, 


Prangeencean- He had furprifde, asin a wood of Priams hehad cut 


The greene armes of a wilde figge tree; to make him {pokes to put 
Jn Naves of hisnew chariot. Anillthen, adunthoughr, 
Stole on him in Achilles fhape, who tooke him thence, and brouste 
To well-buile Lemnos, felling him to famous I4/fons fonne: 

From whom,a gueftthen in his houfe, (Zasbrius Eetion) 

Redeem dat high rate, and fenthome t’ 47isba, whence he fled, 
Anc [1 againe his fachers court: eleven daies banquettcd 

Are oeft his friends, the ewelfth god thrutft his hap!effe head againe 
Ini us. dsof fterne Ascides, who now muft fend him flaine, 

Yo 2 +s:s Court, and gain his will. Him, when C4chilles knew 
Nate ofhelmet, fhield, (word, lance; all which for cofe kerhrew 
Tocarth, being overcome with{weate; and labour weary ing 

His flying knees) he ftorm’d, and (aid; O heaven, a wondious thirg 
Invades minc eyes; thofe Ilians that heretofore | fluc,

Lie there, and prove it dangerous, to lift up adverfé head, 
Aga.nft Joves fonnes, although a floud were Ancetor to thee. 
Thy vants urg’d him, but I may vanta higher pedigree, 
(From Jove himfelfe:) King Pelews was foane to e#acu:; 
Infernall Escws,to Jove,and I, to Peleus. 
Thunder-voyc’e Zeve, farre pafeth flouds,that onely murmurs raife 
With carch and water, as they runne, with tribute tothe feas.- 
And his {eed theirs exceeds as farre. A floud,a mighty floud 
Rag'd neere thee now, but with no aid. Jove muft not be withfood. 
King UAchelous yec'ds to him, and great Oceanus, 
Whenceall flouds; ail the fea, all founts, wells,ail deepes humorous, 
Fetch their beginnings; yee even he feares zoves flath,and the cracke 
His thunder gives, when out of heaven it teares atwo his racke. 
Thus placke he from the thore,his lance, and left the waves to wath 
The wave. fprung entrailes, about which, Faufens and other fith 
Did hole, to nibble ot the fat, which his fweetkidneycs hid. 
This for himfelfe, now tohis men, (che well.rode Pees) did 
His rage contend, All which,cold Feare fhookcinto flighr,to {ce 
Their Captain flaine:at whofe mazde flight(as much enrag’d) flew he, 
And then fell all thefc, T47afiss, Mydon, 4 ftypilus, 
Great Opheleftcs, Enius, Mne(us, Ther filochus.

And gods themfelves, confederates;and Jove (the beft of pods) 
All deaths gives thee: all places not. Make my fhores periods 
Toall fore fervice. In the field, let thy field a&s run hie, 
Notin my waters. My {weet ftreames, choake with mortalitic 
Of men, flaine by thee. Carkafles foglut me, that I faile 
To poure into the facred fea, my waves; yet fill affaile 
Thy cruell forces. Ceafe, amaze affe&ts me with thy rage, 
Prince of the people. He reply’d; Shall thy command affwage 
(Gulfe-fed Scamander) my tree wrath? Ile never leave purfude 
Proud Hlions flaughters, till chis hand in her fild wals conclude

This height (hall (one downe,thine ownc eyes thall fee it fet ap and 
Re rulde chen, weeleadvile thee well, take not thy hand awa ee 
Froa puting all, indifferently, to all chat ircan lay a 
Vaan the Tro'ans; ull the wallcs of haughty Ilion 
Conclude all in a defperate flight: and when thou haftfet gone’

Nay, in thevery finkes of Troy: that pour'd into my floud, 
S haidmake him drowning worke enough: and being drown‘, Ile fee 
A fort of fuck ftrong filth on him, that Greece thall never get . 
Urs bones from it. There, there (hall ftand Achilles fepulcher. 
And tavea bariall for his friends. This furie did transferre 
ee bilio.wes on the Prince,roring with blond and fome, 
ot ee crimfon ftreame did {natch into her wombe, 
Surpuva Jfecchs, and her height, ftood, held up by the hand

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a Of tece himlelfe. Then Jane cried, and cald (to countermand 
This watry Deitie) the god that holds command in fire, 
“raid left chat gulf-ftomackt floud would fatiate his defire 
Lmotesats (yy oreat Achilles. Mulciber? my belt lov'd fonne? (fhe cried) 
Rowze thee, for all che gods conceive, this floud thus amplified, 
Is rais'd at thee; and fhewes as ifhis waves would drowncthe skic, 
And put out all the {phere of fire; hafte, helpe thy, Emperic: 
Light Hames, deep as his pits.Our felfe,the Weft wind,and the South, 
Will call out of the fea,and breathe in eithers full-charp’d month 
A ftorme renrage thy fires gainft Troy; which hall (in onc exhal'd) 
Blow flames of {weat about their browes, and make their armorsskald. 
Goe thou then, and (gainft thefe winds rife) make worke on Xamthws thore, 
With fctting all his trees on fire: and in his ewne breaft poure 
A fervor that fhall make it burne, norlet faire wordsor threats 
Avert thy furie, till I fpeake, and then fubdue the heates 
Ofall chy Blazes. Malciber prepar'd amighey fire, 
1irf, in the field ufde: burning up the bodies, that the ire 
Of great U4 chilles reft of foules: the quite-drownd ficld it dried,’ 
And fhrunkc the floud up. Andas fields chat have been long titac cloide 
\Vith catching weather, when their corne licson the gavill heape, 
Are with aconftant North wind dried,with which for comfort leape 
Their hearts that fow'd them:So this field was dri‘d,the bodics burn‘d; 
Andever the floud into a fire, as bright as day was turn’d. 
Elmes, willows,tamrisks, were enflam’d,;the lote trees, fea-grafle reeds, 
And ruthes, with the galingaleroots (of which abundance breeds 
About the fweet floud) all were fir'd: the gliding fifhes flew 
Vpwardsin flames: the groveling Eeles crept upright, all which flew 
voce cae; @ Wife Vulcans unrefifted {pirit. The floud out ofa flame, 
Bunz rk Ovied to him; Ceale,O CUalciber, no deitie can tame 
Pon eet hy matchlefle vertue: nor would I,(fince thou artthus hor)ftrive. 
Ceale then thy ftrife; let 7 berg fonne, with all thy witht haft, drive 
Even to their gates thele Ilians, whae toucheth me their aide, 
Or this Contention? thus in flames the burning river prayde: 
And as a Caldron, underput with ftore of firc,and wrought 
: \Vith boyling ota well-fed Brawne,up leapes his wavealoft, 
Des Tuvins of fere wood urging it,and {pending flames apace, 
Till al! che Galdron be engire with a confuming blaze. 
So round this Aloud burn’d,and fo fod his {weet and torturd ftrcames; 
Nor could flow forth,bound in the fumes of Y#lcans fiery beames. 
\VVb5o (then not mov’d)his mothers ruth, by all his meanes he craves, 
Andaskt, why /a/caz fhould invade, and focorment his waves, 
Paft other flouds? when his offence rofe not to fuch degree, 
As that of other gods for Troys and that himfelfe would free 
i ler wrath co it,it fine were pleafde;and prayd her, that her fonne 
“tiohtbe refleted: adding this, that he would nere be wonne, 
To helpe keepe off the ruinous day, in whichall Troy fhould burne, 
Fir’d by the Grecians.T his vow heard, fhe charp‘d her fonne to eurne 
bis ficrie Grits to their homes: and faid, ie was not fic 
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A god fhould fuffer fo for men. Thea «dean did remit 
His fo unmeafur'd violence, and backe the pleafant flood 
Ranne to hischannell. Thus chefe gods fhe made friends, th‘other ftood 
At weightie difference; both fides rsnne together with a found, 
That earth refounded; and great heaven about did furrebound. 
Jove heard it, fitting on his hill, and langht to fee the gods 
Buckle toarmes like angry men: and (he pleafde with their ods) 
They laidie freely. Of them all, thump.buckler ars began; 
And at Minerva with a lance of brafle be headlong ran; Mars again? 
Thefe vile words ufhering his blowes: thou dog-flie, what's the caufe cee 
Thou mak’ft gods fight thus?thy huge heart breakes all our peacefull lawes 
Wich thy infatiate fhamelefneffe. Remembreft thou the houre 
When Déomed charg’d me? and by thee? and thou with all thy powre, 
Took ft lance thy felfe; and in all fights, rufht on me with a wound 2 
Now vengeance fals oa thec tor all. This faid, the thicld fring'd round 
With fighting Adders, borne by Jeve, that not tothunder yeelds, 
He clapt his lance on, and this god, that with the bloud of fields, 
Pollutes his godhead; that fhield pierft, and burt the armed Maid - 
But backe fhe leapt,and with her ftrong hand, rapt a huge ftone laid 
Aboue the Champaine,; blacke and fharpe, that did in old time breake 
Partitions to mens lands; and that fhe dufted in the necke 
Ofthat impecuons challenger. Downe to the carth hefwayd, 
And overlaid feven acres land: his hayre was all berayd “tistad 
Wich duft and bloud mixt; and his armes rung out. Méwerva lavghe, ee 
And thus infulred: O thou foole,yet haft thou not beene taught _ 
To know mine eminence? thy ftrength, oppofeft thouto mine? 
So pay thy mothers furies then; who for thefe aides of thine, 
(Ever affoorded perjurd Tioy; Greece ever left) takes fpleene, 
And vowces thee mifchiefe. Thus the turn’d her blew eyes, when Loves Queen 
The hand of ¢ars tooke, and fronyearth raifd him with thick-drawn breath, 
His fpirits not yet got up againe. But from the preafe of death, 
Kinde * -4phrodite was his guide. Which, June fecing, exclaimd: Views. 
Pallas, (et, Mars ishelpt from field? Dog-flye, his rude tongue nam‘d 
Thy felfe even now,but that his love,that dog-flye will not leave 
Her old confort. Vpon her, flye. Adimerva did receive 
This excitation joy fully, and at the Cyprian flew, 


Strooke with her hard hand, her foft breaft, a blow that overthrew stars and Vos 
Both her and Agars, and there both lay together in broad field. Diels Y 


When thus the triumphe. So lie all ehae any fuccours yeeld 

Tothefe falfe Troians, gainftehe Greekes, fo bold and patient, 

As Versus, ({hunning charge of me) and no teffe impotent 

Be all their aides, then hersto A¢ers: fo fhorte worke would be made

Our high deferuings; not alonc to hold our promift fee. 
But cue us threats too. Hand and feet he {wore to fetter thee, 
‘And {ell thee asa flaue; difmift, farre hence to forreine Iles; 
N.y more, he would have both our carcssHis vowes breach, and reuiles, 
Maude us partangry with him than, and doelt thou gratulate now 
cach a kings fubje€ts2or with us, not their deftruction vow, 
Evento their chaft wiues and their babes? He anfwerd,he might hold 
giz pcre Elis wifedome little, if with him (a god) tor men he would 
tis. sd Mfaintaine contention: wretched men, that flourith for a time 
Like leaues; eate fome of chat earth yeelds;and giue earth in their prime, 
Their whote felues for it.

Fic anfwerd nothings yet Jeves wife could put on no fuch raines, 
But {pate thusloofely: How dar'ftthou,dog,whom no feares containes, 
Encourir me? twill proue a match of hard condition - 

Though the great Lady of the bow; and Jove hath fene thee downe 
For Lyon ot chy fexe; with gift to flaughter any Dame 
Thy proud will enuies;yer {ome Dames will proue thbadft better came 
Wilde Lyons upon hils, then them. But ifebis queftion refts 
Yee under judgement in thy choughtssand chat thy minde contefts, 
Hemake thee «now it. Sodainly, with her left hand fhe catche 
Both Cyathsas paimes, locke fingers faft,and with her right fhe fnatche 
From her faire thoulders, her guile bow; and (laughing) laid it on 
About her cares, and eucry way her turnings feiz'd upon, 
Till all her arrowes {catterd out, her quiver emptied quite. 
Siri f.ndasa Dove, that (fying a Hawke)rakes to fome rocke ber flight, 
Anz in his hollow breafts fitfafe, her fate not yet to dye - 
So il-d Ch: mourning; and her bow, left chere. Then AMercaric, 
Hisoppoite, thus undertookes Lesone at ne hand 
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Will I bide combat; tis a werke right dangerous to ftand 
At difference with the wiues of Jove, Goe therefore, freely vant 
Amonoft the deities, th’baft fubdu’d, and made thy combatranc 
Yeeld with plaine powre. She anfwer'd not,but gather‘d up the bow 
And fhafts falne from her daughters fide, retiring. Vp did goe 
Dianato Ioves {tarry hall, her incorrapted vaile 
Trembling about her, fo the fhooke. Phebus (left Troy fhould faile 
Before her Fate) flew to her wals, che other deities hew 
Vp to Olympus; fome enragd, (ome glad. Achilles flew 
Both men and horfeof Ilion. And asa citie fird, 
Cafts up a heate, that purples heaven; clamors and fhrickes expird ae 
In every corner; toyle ro all, to many, miferie. 
hich ae th'incenfed gods lec fall; achilles folet flye 
age on the Troians;toiles and fhrickes, as muc imi 
Old Prszm in his facred towre ftood, and tne fished 
Of his forc’t peaple; all in rout,and nota ftroke recurn'd. 
By fied refiftance. His eyes faw, in whatafurieburnd 
The fonne of Peleus, and downe went wecpine from the towre Prisms smire 
To allthe port-guards, and their Chietes, told of his flying powre att 
Commanding th opening of the ports;:but notto let their hands — 
Stirre from chem, for e4acides would Poure in with his bandé 
Deftruction comes, O fhutthem ftrait; when we arein (he praid 3) 
For, not our wals I feare, will checke-this violent man. This (aid, 
Off lifted chey the barres; the portshal'd open, and they cane ;

Had not Apolo fallied out, and ftrooke Deftru@ion 
(Brought by Achélles in their neckes) backe; when they, right upon 
The pores bore all, dry, dufty, {pent: and on their (houlders rode 
Rabide Achiles with his lance; ftill Glory being the gode 
That pricke his Furie. Then the Greckes high. ported Ilion 
Had feiz'd, had not 4 pelle ftird, Awtenors famous fenne. 
Divine »4zenor, and caft in an undertaking {pirit : 
To his bold bofome, and himlelfe ftood by to ftrengehen it, Agenar (ririted 
And keepe the heavie hand of death frem breaking in. The vod mi an 
Stood by him, leaning on a beach, and cover'd his abode : 
With night-like darkenefle; yet for all the (pirie Ee infpir'd 
When that great citie-racers force, his thoughts ftrooke, he retir'd 
Stood, and went on; a world of doubts fill fdllingin hisway, 
Woacn (angry with himfeife) he fid : Why uffer I this fta A 
7 n this fo ftrong need to goc on? If, like the reft I flic a 
Tis his beft weapon togive chace, being fwift, and I thould dyc 


Like to a coward. If I ftand, I fall too, Thefe two waies eas inn 
Plcafe not my purpofe; I would live. What if I fuffer thefe ae 


Suilto be routed? and (mv fecteaffoordine Furth; 

Paile all thefe fields of Ilion, til Idas GiechaeE 

And fteepe heights thrond me, and at Even, refreth me in the floud, 
And turne tc Ilion? Omy foule, why drown’ft thouin the bloud — 
Ofthefe difcourfes? Ifthis courfe, that talkes of further flight, 
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| pivemy fect; his feet more (wift, have more ods. Gee hie fphe 
Of that pafle; I paffe leaft, for pace, and length of pace, bis thighs 
Wili ftand out all men. Mcete him then, my ftecle hath faculties 
©f powre to pierce hims his great breaft, bur one foulc holds,and that 
Death claimeshis right in (all men fay) buthe holds {peciali {lace 
in /eves high bounty: that’s paft man, that every way will hoid, 
And that ferves all men,every man. This laft heart madc kimbold, 
Toftand e4chilles, and ftird up amighty mindctoblowes.

She puts her ftrength out: Soit far d with brave Acemers licart, 
And till e<challes he had prov‘d, no thoughts, no deeds, once ftird 
His fixcd foot. Tohis broad breaft, his ;ound fhicld he preterd, 
and up his arme went, with his ayme; bis voyce out, withihiscry + 
Thy hope is too great (Peleus{onnc) this day to fhew thine eye 
Troyes Ilion arthy foot; O foolc! the Greckes with muchmore woes, 
More thenare fufferd yet, muft buy great Hions overthrowes. 
Weare within her many ftrong, that for our parents fakes, 
Our wive:and children will fave Troy,and thou (though he that makes 
Thy nume fo terrible) fhalt makea facrifice to her, 
With chineowne ruines. Thus he threw, nor did his javelin erre, 
Bat ftrooke his foes leg, neere his knee; the ferveneftecle did ring 
Againft his tin greaves, and leapt backe. The fires frong-handed kiss, 
Gaue vertuc of repulfe, and then Hecsdes affail'd 
Divine Azenor, buc in vaine; Aposles powre prevaid, 
And rapt Agenor from his reach, whom quictiy he piac't 
Withonte the skirmih, cafting mifts to fave f:0m being chic, 
His tenderd perfon, and (he gone) to give hisfouidiers fcupe, 
The deitie nrn'd Achilles fill, by putting onthe fhupe 
Of him he thirfted;evermorc he fed his eye, and fled; 
And he with all bis knees purfu'd. Socunning!y he lec, 
That {till he would be neare his reach,to draw his rage, with hepe, 
Farre from the conflicts to the fload maintaining fti!! the fcope 
Othis attra@tion.
